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ARTILLERY IN COMBAT 


HE primary mission of field artillery, 

since its earliest employment in war- 
fare, has been to facilitate the movements 
of other troops in the presence of an en- 
emy and to cover by its fire their advance 
on the enemy. 


Used in this supporting role field ar- 
tillery must consequently be as mobile 
as the troops it covers, with an added 
mobility reserve sufficient to adapt its 
position to a rapidly changing battle line. 
This cannot be too strongly emphasized 
in the present day of rapid movement of 
troops of all branches, being particularly 
exemplified in the Tunisian, Sicilian and 
Italian campaigns. 

In Sicily the problem of maintaining an 
artillery advance at times required an 
around-the-clock reconnaissance for new 
positions, elements sometimes going into 
positions ahead of the infantry for the 
purpose of reaching with their fire op- 
posing batteries which were covering the 
withdrawal of enemy troops. Thus most 
important lessons were learned, experi- 
ence being gained in handling of guns in 
a terrain which seldom afforded a posi- 
tion which did not present some difficulty, 
so rough and mountainous that often 
pieces were actually moved into position 
with winches only to be moved on almost 
at once in support of our rapidly advanc- 
ing troops. 

It has been said of the artillery suc- 
cesses in the Tunisian campaign, and it 
is also true of the subsequent campaigns, 
that the excellent results were due in 
great measure to flexibility of organiza- 
tion and employment, to able and ex- 
perienced battalion commanders, expert 
gunnery officers and coordination in a 
high degree between the organic bat- 
talions and reinforcing units. These at- 
tributes, with the addition of an effective 
and complete system of communication, 
made of the field artillery a smoothly 
operating machine. And, like a fine ma- 
chine, it accomplishes its purpose most 
effectively in the hands of an experi- 
enced operator—the highly trained bat- 
talion commander. 

Reports from the Sicilian campaign in- 
dicate that German artillery units sel- 
dom employed batteries of more than 
four guns while we used four, five, six, 
and sometimes seven batteries of 12 guns 
each, massed on one target. It is interest- 
ing to note the reaction of the enemy to 
this tremendous fire power as indicated 
in the questioning of German prisoners 
at the front. One captured sergeant 
Stated that such massed barrages, which 
he termed “magic fire,” surpassed any- 
thing he had experienced before, although 
he had fought in Poland, France and Rus- 
Sia. In this action the German weapons 
Were 105-mm. and 150-mm. howitzers, 
88mm. guns and occasionally 170-mm. 
suns as opposed to our 105-mm. and 155- 
num. howitzers and 155-mm. guns, the 
Long Toms.” The general statements of 
captured troops indicated a belief that 
it was impossible to stand for any length 
of time against such fire power as our

Full Use of Manpower 
Stressed by War Dept. 


With the definite policy of conserving 
manpower to the fullest extent possible, 
the War Department has within the last 
few days issued three orders designed to 
see that every man is placed in a posi- 
tion which will use his physical and men- 
tal powers to the utmost and, conversely, 
make the fullest employment possible of 
men of limited physical or mental pow- 
ers. 

The fullest practicable utilization of 
manpower based on physical capacity is 
the subject of one of the orders. 

“It is imperative,” the War Depart- 
ment points out, “that each enlisted man 
be assigned to the position in which he 
can render the maximum service. Classi- 
fication, assignment, reassignment and 
training are command functions which 
must be exercised energetically and con- 
tinuously so that the skill, aptitude, phy- 
sical qualifications, and capacity for de- 
velopment of the individual are used to 
the utmost. 

“Even in combat units,” the depart- 
ment reminds, “there are many positions 
which can be filled by men of lesser phy- 
sical attainments.” 


Order Study of Document 

Indicative of the importance attached 
to the order, General George C. Marshall, 
Chief of Staff, has taken the unusual ac- 
tion of ordering that commanders require 
all officers under their jurisdiction to 
read the document “within 48 hours” of 
its receipt at the station. 

The Chief of Staff has further ordered 
that commanders conduct conferences 
and inspections to insure that all con- 
cerned are acquainted with the policies 
outlined in the order and that a uniform 
understanding of standards and proce- 
dure is effected. 

The second of the orders governs requi- 
sitions for replacements trained by Army 
Ground Forces, and thus places emphasis 
on the utilization of skills, as distin- 
guished from mental prowess and phy- 
sical fitness. 

Special Training Units 

The third order modifies previous in- 
structions regarding the preliminary 
training given illiterates, non-English 
speaking men and Grade V men to fit 
them for assignment to units. 

Earlier instructions on this subject 
have stressed the fact that the “great 
majority” of Grade V men become useful 
soldiers, and that men will not be dis- 
charged merely because they are grade V. 

Grade V men are those personnel who 
have very slight education, as revealed 
by the Army General Classification test, 
but who do have apparently a capacity 
for learning so that with instruction they 
may become qualified for service in the 
Army. 

The order dealing with physical fitness, 
first referred to above replaces all pre- 
vious instructions in conflict. with its 
provision. 

Policy of the department, the order 
states, is that each enlisted man found 
in an assignment beyond his physical ca- 
pacity shall be reassigned to a job witb-

Navy Wives in WAVES 


Marriage regulations affecting admis- 
sion to the Women’s Reserve of the Na- 
val Reserve have been modified so that 
wives of all naval personnel below the 
rank of ensign may serve in that branch 
of the service. 

Heretofore the enlistment of the wife 
of any man in the Naval service was not 
permitted. This limitation still applies to 
wives of commissioned officers of the 
rank of ensign or above in the regular 
Navy or the Naval Reserve. 





Navy Conducts Anti-Sub War 


The Army Air Forces has withdrawn 
from anti-submarine operations and the 
United States Navy has assumed full re- 
sponsibility. 

The Navy has now acquired sufficient 
planes and trained sufficient crews to take 
over complete responsibility against the 
submarine menace, it was announced. 

Units which operated for the Army Air 
Forces will be absorbed for other combat 
duty by various air forces, some in thea- 
ters of operations. 

The Army planes were land-based and 
operated in connection with several thea- 
ters of operations. 

The Anti-submarine Command dis- 
closes that millions of miles have been 
flown in combat operations by planes of 
its various wings and squadrons, consti- 
tuting a substantial portion of the total 
number of miles flown since Pearl Har- 
bor by all Allied aircraft engaged in anti- 
submarine warfare. 

Operating world-wide with a mission 
to seek out and destroy hostile sub- 
marines wherever at sea, the Anti-sub- 
marine Command had spread out to four 
continents, fighting the U-boat in three 
different theaters of operations. 

An outgrowth of the First Bomber 
Command, which since 8 Dec. 1941, has 
been engaged in anti-submarine activi- 
ties, the Army Air Forces Anti-submarine 
Command was activated in October, 
1942, under Brig. Gen. Westside T. Lar- 
son. Wings and Squadrons were or- 
ganized for combat patrol work, assign- 
ments were made to theaters of opera- 
tions, depth charges were dropped in a 
number of oceans and seas, with much 
success directed against enemy sub- 
marines. 





Service Life Insurance 


Personnel of the Navy, Marine Corps 
and Coast Guard who have been in ser- 
vice for more than 120 days and are serv- 
ing outside the United States where it is 
not practicable nor feasible to have an 
examination conducted by a medical offi- 
cer, may apply for national service life 
insurance under a modified procedure 
authorized by the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion. 

Under the procedure the commanding 
officer of the man’s unit may certify that 
it is not practical nor feasible to have 
the applicant examined, but that he is 
believed to be free of disease and physi- 
ont.

Congress Studies Bills 
To Speed Service Vote 


The Senate Committee on Privileges 
and Elections this week reported 8. 1285, 
the bill that amends existing legislation 
providing a method of voting in time of 
war by members of the land and naval 
forces absent from the place of their resi- 
dence. Senate consideration of the bill is 
expected early this coming week. 

The committee has charged _ that 
existing law was ineffective last year be- 
cause of the steps that had to be taken 
to secure a ballot, and the delay in for- 
warding the ballots from and to the 
United States. 

To overcome this and to improve the 
law in other respects the principal 
changes suggested in the pending Dill 
provide that armed force voters will not 
need to apply to the Secretary of State 
of their State for an absentee ballot. 

Opposition to the bill is expected in 
both the Senate and the House on the 
ground that the bill infringes State con- 
trol of voting. 

It is charged that the present election 
bill was passed too close to the 1942 elec- 
tion to permit a fair trial of the bill, and 
that since that time all but two of the 
48 States have enacted laws facilitating 
voting by service personnel. 

The Senate bill permits voting of 
straight tickets merely by checking the 
name of the political party—a practice 
outlawed in many states. 

As a substitute for the Senate bill, 
Representative Rankin, Miss., has intro- 
duced a bill, H. J. Res. 196, which is gain- 
ing support in the House. 

This resolution recommends to the 
several States enactment of adequate leg- 
islation to enable members of the armed 
forces to vote for Federal, State, and local 
officials. It suggests that the States pre- 
pare postal cards to be sent through the 
Secretaries of War and Navy to the 
armed forces both within and outside of 
the United States, the cards to be used 
in applying for absentee ballots. The 
resolution makes it incumbent on the 
Secretaries of War and Navy to cooper- 
ate with State officers and agencies “in 
the distribution, execution, collection and 
return of such absentee ballots and en- 
velopes to be used therewith.” 

The Senate bill provides that a blank 
ballot will be prepared by a War Ballot 
Commission to be forwarded by the Secre- 
taries of War and Navy well in advance 
of the election. When completed on a 
specified date, in accord with instruc- 
tions, the sealed ballot will be returned 
by air-mail to the commission. In turn 
the commission will forward the ballots 
to the appropriate Secretaries of State, 
who will then forward them to the proper 
election districts. 

A change in the law will be the setting 
up of the War Ballot Commission to be 
composed of four commissioners to be ap- 
pointed by the President, by and with 
the consent of the Senate. Their duties 
will cease six months after the end of the 
present wars. Two commissioners will 
represent each of the major political 
parties. 

In case of a tie vote in any matter be- 
fore the Commission, the President will 
request the Chief Justice of the United

Urges Permanent Secretariat 


Under Secretary of the Navy For- 
restal persuasively is arguing for the 
creation of a Corps of Federal Civil Ser- 
vants similar to that which the British 
possess and of whose value he speaks ad- 
miringly. In his view such a corps would 
mean continuity of service, relief of 
Army and Navy officers from adminis- 
trative duties, expert control of depart- 
mental estimates, accounts, recruiting, 
civil personnel, and responsiveness of the 
machinery of government to military or 
other public requirements. 

He thinks so well of the idea that at 
the Herald-Tribune Forum he advocated 
its adoption not only for all executive de- 
partments but for Congressional commit- 
tees. 

He had remedies for the objections 
he anticipated, that the corps would cre- 
ate a bureaucracy, develop a ruling 
class snobbery alien to all our political 
concepts, and meet violent opposition in 
Congress. The policy of the Government 
from its inception has been to assure civi- 
lian control of the Army and Navy, and 
it is pointed ont that if the permanent 
Under Secretary Mr. Forrestal con- 
templates should be authorized, he would 
become absorbed into the services and 
become their spokesman. Thinking of- 
ficers prefer the present set-up because 
the civil heads of their departments are 
named by each new President, and ex- 
press his policies, whereas the perma- 
nent Under Secretary might find him- 
self in opposition. Moreover such an of- 
ficial could not avoid actions which over 
a period of years would produce many 
enemies for him, and thus the efficiency 
of the Service would be affected. 

It is argued Mr. Forrestal’s career 
is the best answer to his proposal. A 
business man, he rose to the responsible 
job of investment banker, and he found 
time to serve his country in the Naval 
Air Service during World War I. Con- 
sequently he brought to his post in the 
Navy Department a wealth of business 
experience which has enabled him to per- 
form a fine service in connection with 
the expansion of the Fleet. That he re- 
alizes such experience is essential is 
shown by his requirement that the per- 
manent officials he proposes shall have 
business training. apparently after they 
have assumed office. Its officials. he de- 
nies, would be eligible for retired pay, 
and this is another reason why Congress 
is showing little interest in his pro- 
posal. 





Head 9th Service Cmd. Posts 


Appointed of Col. John H. Wilson as 
chief of staff and Col. Alfred P. Kitson 
as deputy chief of staff of the 9th Service 
Command has been announced at head- 
quarters of Maj. Gen. David McCoach, 
jr., commanding general of the command. 


Colonel Wilson has been acting chief 
of staff since the departure of Col. Paul 
R. Davison for duty with an Infantry 
Division 19 Oct. and formerly had been 
deputy chief of staff. Colonel Kitson had 
been director of the training division, in 
which position he is succeeded by Col. 
Earle H. Malone. 





Vote Pension Increases 


Two bills affecting pensions payable to 
veterans of World Wars I and II and 
their dependents were passed by the 
House this week and sent to the Senate. 

One bill, H. R. 3356, hoosts by 15 per 
cent the pensions payable to veterans 
with service-connected disabilities. 

The legislation also provides that the 
monthly rates of compensation payable to 
widows and children of veterans shall be 
as follows: Widow, but no child, $35; 
widow and one child, $45, and $5 for each 
additional child; no widow, but one 
child, $18; no widow, but two children, 
$27, equally divided ; no widow, but three 
children, $36, equally divided, with $4 
for each additional child, the total 
amount to be equally divided. 

Existing law grants $30 to a widow 
with no child; widow with one child, $38, 
and $4 for each additional child: no wid- 
ow, but one child, $15; no widow, but 
two children, $22, to be equally divided; 
no widow, but three children. $30, equally 
divided, and $3 for each additional child, 
the total amount to be equally divided. 

The hill includes veterans of both 
World Wars, and their widows and chil- 
dren, and becomes effective from the first 
day of the month following the enact- 
ment of the bill into law. 

The companicn bill, H. R. 3377, pro- 
vides for an increase in pensions payable 
to veterans of World War I, and the 
same amounts to veterans of the pres- 
ent war, “who had honorable service for 
not less than 90 days and who have be- 
come totally and permanently disabled, 
regardless of the origin of their disabhili- 
ties, other than for misconduct.” The 
bill raises the pension from $40 to $50 
per month, and when this type of pen- 
sion has been received for ten consecu- 
tive years or when the veteran reaches 
the age of 65 the pension will be raised 
te $60 a month. , 

H. R. 3356 covers veterans who have 
service-connected disabilities; Il R. 
3377 applies to veterans however dis- 
abled, except by their own misconduct. 





Enemy Naval Claims 


The Navy Department this week made 
public a tabulation of Japanese claims 
against Allied naval forces in which the 
enemy stated that a total of 349 “enemy” 
combat vessels had been sunk with an ad- 
ditional total of 144 damaged. 

From time to time certain vessels men- 
tioned in Tokyo claims have been men- 
tioned as American, British or Dutch and 
a breaking down of these figures shows 
a claim made to 157 United States ves- 
sels sunk and 54 damaged. British and 
Dutch vessels would total 84 sunk and 
two damaged, while unidentified vessels 
total 108 sunk and 88 damaged. 

Official United States Navy Depart- 
ment reports on our naval losses through 
12 Nov. show 100 combat vessels sunk, 20 
presumed lost and overdue and 9 de- 
stroyed to prevent capture, a total of 129 
lost in action against all Axis powers, 
Germany, Italy, Japan, and France 
initially. 

A further break-down of these figures 
show only one battleship sunk as against 
the Japanese claim of 11 sunk and 10 





damaged which is roughly equal to the 
entire strength of our Navy in that type 
vessel. Equally inconsistent is the enemy 
claim of 13 carriers sunk and six dam- 
aged and 40 cruisers sunk and six dam- 
aged. The Navy has announced loss of 
4 carriers and 9 cruisers only. 





Overseas Gift Acknowledgment 


Post cards acknowledging gifts may be 
mailed back to persons in the United 
States by soldiers serving overseas pro- 
viding that only the soldier’s signature 
appears on the card and that postage is 
prepaid by the sender of the gifts. 

Merchandisers of cigarettes, playing 
ecards and similar type gifts have been 
prohibited heretofore from _ inclosing 
acknowledgment cards in gift orders sent 
overseas, 

Under the new relaxation, such cards 
may be inclosed if postage is prepaid by 
the concern or individual and the card 
form contains blank space for the sig- 
nature of the soldier and a caution 
against including grade, organization or 
location. 





Army to Return Money 


The War Department will return to 
the Treasury on 1 Jnly 1944, $13,163,- 
519000 of its $59,034,000.000 appropria- 
tion for the fiscal vear, unless unforeseen 
situations arise, Chairman Snyder of the 
Military Subcommittee of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee told the House 18 
Nov. 

Factors responsible by the reduction 
were listed by Representative Snyder as 
follows: 

1. Reduction of 548,000 men from the 
previously announced strength of 8.200,- 
000. causing savings of $1.945,039.000. 

2. Curtailment of armament and equip- 
ment programs, $8,.262,759.000, 

3. Modification and possible permanent 
postponement of a portion of the airplane 
construction program. $2.086,069,000. 

4. Reduction in facilities. including 
maintenance saved thereby, $780.447.000. 

5. Miscellaneous projects, $88,205,000. 





Amphibious Force Program 


The amphibious training command of 
the Atlantie Fleet, with headquarters at 
Norfolk, Va., has for well over a year 
heen training in bay and constal waters 
the men who have made such an out- 
standing success in amphibious opera- 
tions in several theaters of operations. 

Recently, the need for secrecy being 
over due to the enemy’s having repeatedly 
felt the strength of our men trained for 
such attacks, more details of the rigid 
training program have been revealed. Al- 
ready a vast undertaking, the program is 
still growing, the amphibious arm being 
actually an Army and Navy within itself. 

The practice operations involved per- 
fectly coordinated large scale movements 
of ships and troops with supporting air- 
craft. Aside from supporting ships many 
boat groups are included in the roster of 
amphibious force vessels; the landing 
ship, tank; landing craft, infantry; land- 
ing craft, tank; modified transports and 
cargo vessels as well as many types of 
small landing craft.

Allies Hold Initiative 


The United Nations now have the “su- 
preme advantage of initiative,” Presi- 
dent Roosevelt this week told the an- 
nual Herald-Tribune forum on current 
problems at its closing session. 

In a message read at the forum Mr. 
Roosevelt said, “in the yrears—and per- 
haps the centuries of peace—that are to 
follow this war, the forces of civiliza- 
tion and common decency, the over- 
whelming majority of the human race, 
must always maintain the initiative. 

“In the historic conference at Moscow, 
we have made several long steps forward. 
We are making substantial advances in 
another field. in the conferences now be- 
ing held by the United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration.” 

The President reminded that last year 
he had told the forum “that the turn- 
ing point of this war had at least heen 
reached. The great advances that have 
been made during the vear since then can 
be measured by the fact that now the im- 
portant events of the war—and in the 
building of the peace—are being impelled 
by us of the United Nations and not by 
our enemies.” 

Vice President Wallace and Mr. Wen- 
dell Willkie also addressed the forum, 
and messages from Mr. Churchill, Mr. 
Eden and General de Gaulle were read. 

Mr. Churchill referred to the pledge 
made by the United States, Russia, 
China and Britain at Moscow “to work 
together not only in winning the war but 
in building the structure of a lasting 
peace.” 


Forecast Pearl Harbor Raid 


The considered opinions of military ex- 
perts, including Lt. Gen. Robert C. Rich- 
ardson, jr.. commanding United States 
Army forces in the Central Pacific. con- 
cede the possibility of another Japanese 
raid on Hawaii within the next four 
months. : 

General Richardson expressed his 
views on the situation after studying re- 
ports of the sighting of an enemy plane 
on the night of 16 Oct. This plane was 
picked up by searchlights near Pearl 
Harbor but escaped. 

For face-saving. a second attack on the 
islands wonld be the best propaganda the 
enemy could produce. It is a known fact 
that a 100-plane raid is seldom stopped, 
the Germans still raiding London de- 
spite the numbers of Allied planes hased 
in the United Kingdom and United Na- 
tions missions successfully accomplished 
far from home hases. 

One bright spot is the conviction that 
Oahu stands ready to repel any surface 
invasion force the enemy might launch 
regardless of strength. 








Won’t Promote Students 


Enlisted men ordered to attend either

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Supplies for SW Pacific 


The question of the amount of support 
being given to General Douglas MacAr- 
thur’s command in the Southwest Pacific 
became a live issue again this week. 

Murlin Spencer, an Associated Press 
correspondent, having returned to Gen- 
eral MacArthur’s headquarters after a 
three months’ stay in this country, sent 
back a dispatch under date of November 
13 saying that the people in the United 
States “who told me emphatically that 
General MacArthur's Southwest Pacific 
Command is receiving great increases in 
war supplies and men are mistaken. * * * 
Only a few short talks with key men and 
common soldiers were needed to learn 
that the constant pleas for more men and 
more supplies, voiced for more than a 
year, have not changed the situation ma- 
terially.’ Mr. Spencer analyzed official 
communiques to reach the conclusion that 
even the theater in India has more 
aerial bombing facilities than the South- 
west Pacific. 

Two days later, from the other side 
of the world, Rear Adm. William Brent 
Young, chief of the Navy’s Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts, was reported in 
dispatches from London as stating that, 
“We have everything required in the 
southwest Pacific to mount a large-scale 
attack.” 

Admiral Young was quoted as saying 
that, so far as he knew, no supplies have 





been lost in crossing the Pacific in the 
last six months. He praised the “tre- 
mendous” amount of supplies provided 


by Australia and New Zealand. 

Subsequently, on 17 November, press 
reports from Southwest Pacific headquar- 
ters quoted Col. LeGrande A. Diller, a 
“spokesman for General MacArthur,” as 
Stating that “The Southwest Pacific has 
something less than five per cent of 
American Military resources and is now 
receiving something under ten per cent 
of what America is shipping overseas.” 

“This,” he continued, “is much more 
than formerly. The percentage for air 
resources is somewhat lower.

“MacArthur understands the value of mili- 
tary history and is completely familiar with 
the science of war as practiced by the great 
military commanders. 

“One of the greatest military technicians 
of all times, Napoleon, first operated against 
the flank and rear of his opponent almost 
habitually. He employed this form of attack 
from 30 to 40 times over a period of years. 
We do not have to quote the famous Corsi- 
ean, There was a great American commander, 
Robert E. Lee, who also understood war per- 
fectly. The campaign of Chancellorsville will 
remain an imperishable model. The compari- 
son of MacArthur with Lee is even more ap- 
propriate since he was operating with the 
limited means of the Confederacy, shifting 
from one flank to another—a blueprint of our 
operations in the Southwest Pacific. 

“The General applies these classical pre 
cepts with the most modern technical means. 
He understands and values in particular the 
enormous flexibility of air. His object is more 
and more revealed as the calculated advance

Recall of Moscow Attaches 


The War Department announced this 
week that Brig. Gen. Philip R. Faymon- 
ville, until recently Chief of the U. S. 
Supply Mission to Soviet Russia, has “au- 
tomatically” returned to his permanent 
grade of colonel, and that Brig. Gen. 
Joseph A. Michela, recently Military At- 
tache to our embassy in Moscow, will 
“shortly revert to the temporary grade 
of colonel.” General Michela’s permanent 
grade is captain. 

The announcements were made after a 
newspaperman had requested a biograph- 
ical sketch of General Faymonville. 

The two officers were returned to this 
country following the appointment of W. 
Averell Harriman to succeed Admiral 
William H. Standley as Ambassador to 
Moscow. In their place a military mis- 
sion, referred to by Secretary Hull as 


“highly competent,” was set up under 
Maj. Gen. John R. Deane. Rear Adm. 


Jack Harlan Duncan who had been naval 
attache was succeeded by Rear Adm. 
Clarence Edward Olsen. Colonel Faymon- 
ville was described by former Ambas- 
sador Davies as a “very careful and able 
man.” Albert Rhys Williams, in his book 
“The Russians,” called Colonel Faymon- 
ville “the American best versed in Soviet 
military affairs.” 

‘The official texts of the Bureau of 
Public Relations’ announcements follow: 


“Memorandum for the Press: 

“In response to queries as to the assign- 
ment and grade of COLONEL PHILIP R. 
FAYMONVILLE, former Chief of U. S. Sup- 
ply Mission to U.S.S.R., the War Department 
announces that Colonel Faymonville is at 
present on duty in the Office of the Chief of 
Ordnance, While Chief of the U. S. Supply 
Mission to U.S.S.R., an office which requires 
the grade of general officer, Colonel Faymon- 
ville served in the grade of Brigadier Gen- 
eral. When he left that office for his present 
assignment he automatically returned to his 
permanent grade in the Regular Army, which 
is that of Colonel of Ordnance.” 

“Memorandum for the Press: 

“In response to inquiries from the press, 
the War Department today stated that Briga- 
dier General Joseph A Michela, recently 
Military Attache to the U.S.S.R., is currently 
in Washington, D. C. General Michela held 
the temporary grade of Brigadier General by 
reason of his assignment as Military At- 
tache to Russia. 

“Under War Department policy, General 
Michela, having been relieved from duty as 
Military Attache, will shortly revert to the 
temporary grade of Colonel. AUS. His per- 
manent grade is Captain, of Cavalry.” 





Navy Personnel Survey Board 


Secretary of the Navy Knox has named 
nu survey board whose duty it will be “to 
investigate, survey, and adjust” person- 
nel conditions at all naval shore establish- 
ments. 

Mr. Knox declared late last week that 
because of the expansion of the Navy 
the time has come to “screen” personnel, 
officer, enlisted, and civilian, in order to 
determine whether too many or too few 
are on duty at focal points, whether every 
man and woman is where he may be of 
the greatest use and whether all are effec- 
tive and efficient. 

Chairman of the board is Vice Adm. 
Adolphus Andrews, USN-Ret., who was 
recently detached as Commander, East- 
ern Sea Frontier. The other members 
are: Rear Adm. Charles W. Fisher, USN, 
Director of the Shore Establishment Di- 
vision of the Navy; Commissioner 
Arthur S. Flemming, a member of the 
U. 8S. Civil Service Commission and 
the War Manpower Commission; Mr. 
John A. Stevenson, President of the Penn 
Mutual Life Insurance Co., and Capt. 
Paul F. Foster, USNR, Assistant Naval 
Inspector General, who will also be the

Secretary of the Board. Aiding this | 
Board will be subordinate Boards, to be 
set up in each Naval District, the mem- 


bers of which will be leading industrial- 
ists and naval officers. 

Secretary Knox emphasized that the 
report to be made to him, within three 
months if possible, may result in plac- 
ing some oflicers on sea duty, in placing 
on the inactive list some retired officers 
who have been on active duty, and that 
it will probably result in streamlining 
the Navy shore establishments to bring 
about the greatest efficiency. The board 
will not be expected to impinge on mat- 
ters involving the industrial corps.

To Inspect Hawaiian Defenses 


Chairman Vinson, of the House Naval 
Committee, this week stated that his 
committee intends to inspect the naval de- 
fenses of Hawaii at the beginning of 
1944. In addition there will be an inves- 
tigation of the ways in which congres- 
sional appropriations have been used 
there for naval purposes. 

Chairman Vinson called attention to 
the fact that this will be the first offi- 
cial congressional review of Hawaii since 
the attack on Pearl Harbor. He said he 
doubted whether he would make the 
trip, expecting rather to select Represen- 
tative Magnuson, Wash., to represent 
him.

Radio in War and Post-War 

Before the Lancaster Chapter of the 
American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, Col. David Sarnoff, SC, 
ORC, delivered an impressive address on 
the manner in which industrial science is 
shaping a new world. 

To realize the widespread applications 
in all fields, Colonel Sarnoff said it was 
necessary to consider only some of the 
outstanding wartime developments, from 
automobiles to giant turbines and Diesel 
engines, from cameras to facsimile and 
television. Among the promises of better 
living he mentioned new plastics, light 
metals, synthetic textiles, high-octane 
gasoline, artificial rubber, luminescent 
lighting, air conditioning, dehydration of 
foodstuffs, and many other innovations. 
He spoke also of glass flatirons and plas- 
tic lenses, and the promise of revolu- 
tionary changes in homes, aircraft, com- 
munications, ships, railroads, automo- 
biles, highways, clothing and foods. As to 
radio, in which by reason of his life- 
time of devotion to this art and his presi- 
dency of the Radio Corporation of 
America, he is the outstanding American 
expert, he said: 

“I can promise you that as a service to 
mankind everywhere radio will keep 
pace with the march of science and in- 
dustry in every other field. * * * Today, 
largely because of radio, New York is the 
communications center of the world. In 
1918 it was London. During the First 
World War, the United States found it- 
self at the mercy of foreign communica- 
tions. America learned the lesson then 
that radio was the nerve system of war as 
well as of peace. Immediate steps were 
taken to safeguard the future, to give the 
United States supremacy in world-wide 
communications and to make sure that 
never again would this Republic be de- 
pendent upon the wave lengths, cables, or 
wires operated and controlled by other 
nations.” 


As a result of this determination, 
Colonel Sarnoff pointed out that the 
direct radio-telegraph circuits of RCA 


now reach 51 countries in Central and 
South America, the West Indies, Europe, 
Asia, Africa and Australasia. Radiophoto 
circuits operate between New York and 
London, Stockholm, Berne, Moscow and 
Iiuenos Aires, while the terminal at San 
Francisco serves Honolulu and Mel- 
bourne. 

“In this war.” he continued, “radio is 
everywhere—with soldier, sailor, marine 
and airman. Modern warfare has put 
radio instruments into every bomber and 
fighter plane, into every mechanized unit 
and every ship. * * * Coordinating great 
aerial squadrons, radio guides the bomb- 
ers over the targets and safely back to 


the airports. The Paratrooper leaps 
from the skies with a miniature radio 
transmitter—no larger than a cracker 


box—strapped to his belt. The artillery 
through its radio, knows at all times 
what the infantry wants, when it wants 
it and exactly where it wants it. * * * 
When this war ends, we shall be on the 
threshold of a new era in radio—an era 
in which man will see, as well as hear, 
distant events. The first two decades of 
this century belonged to wireless teleg- 
raphy. The second two decades featured 
sound broadcasting: the third two dec- 
ades promise television. It is not too bold 
to predict that the fourth two decades 
will introduce international television 
with pictures in color. It is even possible 
that in the final two decades, we may com- 
plete the Century with power transmis:

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WASP Uniform Insignia 


An official uniform and insignia have 
been adopted for the WASP, the organi- 
zation of civilian women pilots assigned. 
to the Army Air Forces, the War Depart- 
ment announeed this week. 

Hereafter, WASP will wear a dress 
uniform consisting of a jacket and skirt 
of Santiago blue wool, two-ply gabardine ; 
a beret of the same material ; and a white 
cotton shirt with a black tie. 

For their work in flying training and 
non-combat pilot service, WASP will don 
slacks and a waist length “battle jacket” 
of the same blue wool gabardine. They’ ll 
wear a blue shirt, cotton in the summer 
and flannel in the winter. Their cover- 
alls will be of blue cotton. 

In lieu of the “U.S.” insignia worn on 
the collar of Army officers, WASP will 
wear gold-lettered “W.A.S.P.” insignia. 
They'll wear Air Corps lapel wings, the 
AAF sleeve patch, and shoulder insignia 
identifying the unit to which they are as- 
signed. 

The WASP beret will have, in minia- 
ture, the cap insignia of an Army officer. 
Their pilot wings, somewhat smaller than 
those of AAF pilots, are of silver, with 
a lozenge (diamond-shaped) in the cen- 
ter instead of a shield.

The War Department has issued new 
instructions governing physical examina- 
tion of advanced course Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps students. 

In another order, Circular No. 262, the 
mechanics for transfer of first and second 
year advanced course students to air crew 
training are outlined. 

The physical test instructions, con- 
tained in Circular No. 278, order that the 
ROTC advanced student’s physical quali- 
fications as determined by a final type 
physical examination will determine the 
officer candidate school to which he will 
be assigned and will determine his status 
upon graduation from OCS 

First or second year students physically 
qualified under AR 40-105, 14 Oct. 1942, 
as amended, are physically qualified for 
any OCS and, upon graduation for com- 
mission in the ORC for general service. 

First or second year students not 
qualified under AR 40-105, but meeting 
standards of par. Sf(1), AR 625-5, as 
amended, are qualified for any OCS and, 
upon graduation, for commission in the 
AUS for general service. 

First or second year students, not quali- 
fied according to the preceding paragraph, 
but meeting stanadrds of par. Sf(2), AR 
625-5, are qualified for any OCS if 
trained in the arms, but only for service 
OOCS’s or for AAF Administrative OCS if 
trained in the services. Upon graduation 
such students will be appointed in the 
AUS for general service. 

Second year students who meet qualifi- 
‘ations for limited commissioned service 
only, as set forth in par. 8f(3), AR 625- 
5, are not qualified for any OCS of the 
arms, but may attend a service OCS and 
be commissioned in the AUS s for limited 
service. First year advanced students in 
this category will lose ROTC status. 

First or second year advanced ROTC 
students who do not meet minimum phy- 
sical requirements as detailed in MR 1-9 
will lose ROTC status. 





Cite FA Unit’s Exploit 


A ground force unit which stuck to its 
guns when German tanks overran its 
positions in Tunisia has been cited for 
outstanding performance of duty. 

The unit is Battery © of the 27th Field 
Artillery Battalion. 

The heroism of members of the unit 
in remaining at their posts until they 
were killed or their equipment destroyed 
is described in the official citation as 
follows: 

“Ou 6 Dec. 1942, the battery position near 
Tebourba, Tunisia, was strafed and bombed 
by ten Messerschmitts for ten minutes when 
thirty enemy tanks, supported by infantry, 
attacked the battery in front and flank, 

“All the battery guns engaged in direct 
fire against this superior force, but at 1120 
hours the tanks, firing their machine guns, 
passed through the battery positions and 
overran the machine gun posts, and then 
turned and again passed through all the 
battery positions. 

“Shelling from the tanks eventually de- 
stroyed all the 105 millimeter self-propelled 
guns of the battery, which continued in action 
until set afire and the crews dispersed, in- 
jured or killed by machine gun fire. 

“The last section seen in action discharged 
its gun point blank at a Mark IV tank; both 
tank and gun fired simultaneouly and each 
was destroyed by the other’s direct hit. At 
this point, another battery arrived at the 
scene of the melee and, firing directly on the 
tanks, caused their withdrawal and the re- 
tirement of the enemy infantry, thus enabling 
the scattered remnants of Battery C to as- 
semble. During the melee all the members 
of the battery remained at their posts per- 
forming assigned duties until killed, injured 
or their equipment destroyed.” 





Gen. Hurley in Far East 

Brig. Gen. Patrick J. Hurley, personal 
representative of President Roosevelt, 
left Chungking on 14 Noy. after a three- 
day conference * with Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek, War Minister Ho Ying 
Chin, and Lt. Gen. Joseph W. Stilwell. 
General Hurley arrived at Chungking 
after conferences in New Delhi, and after 
he had gone into China with Maj. Gen. 
Stratemeyer, commander of American air 
forces in the India and Burma sectors, 
and contacted Maj. Gen. Claire L. Chen- 
nault, commander of American air forces 
in China. 





Air Officer Reports on Trip 


Maj. Gen. Oliver P. Echols, Assistant 
Chief of Air Staff for Materiel, Mainte- 
nance and Distribution, this week de- 
scribed for reporters details of a round- 
the-world trip just completed by him. The 
trip, one of inspection of the supply fa- 
cilities of the Army, carried him to all 
war theaters except the United Kingdom. 

General Echols reported that the sup- 
ply system is working, that difficulties 
are being overcome, and that the system 
is being improved constantly in spite of 
obstacles. Admitting that the loss of the 
Burma Road crippled the supply chain, 
he referred to the difficulty of carrying 
fuel, bombs and landing mats into China. 

Air strength in China is being increased 
constantly, he said, revealing that 
Chinese pilots are not flying bombers, 
limiting their activity to fighters. Be- 
eause of the problem of air communica- 
tion, it is necessary for Chinese fliers to 
learn to speak English before being 
trained to fly planes. 

Referring to India, General Echols said 
it is as large a problem to keep that coun- 
try supplied as to supply the southwest 
Pacific bases. Poor roads and changes in 
the gauges of railroads complicate the 
problem. 

Equipment and performance of planes, 
General Echols stated, is excellent in the 
South Pacific and elsewhere, and our 
planes are thoroughly efficient. Report- 
ing on the air score against the enemy, 
he said the score is checked by the best 
possible methods and that the score re- 
ports are conservative. 

Within the next few months, General 
Nchols predicted the world is likely to 
hear of other new noteworthy planes in 
addition to the B-29 now in production. 





WAC Regulations Issued 

The special WAAC regulations issued 
in June, 1943, are no longer applicable to 
personnel of the WAC, except for section 
X of those regulations which is being 
continued in effect pending issuance of 
appropriate regulations. 

The provisions of Army Regulations, 
circulars and other Army instructions ap- 
ply to WACs in the same manner as to 
male personnel, the War Department has 
ordered, except where such regulations 
are obviously inappropriate or where ex- 
ceptions are noted in War Department 
Circular No. 289 of 1943. 

A new recruiting program for WACs 
has been ordered by the War Department. 
Under the plan, women would be permit- 
ted to enlist with assurance that they 
will be employed in the service command 
of enlistment unless unforeseen military 
exigencies prevent. This program does 
not, of course, prevent the usual enlist- 
ments for general service. 


Will Hold School Matches 

Annual indoor rifle matches for educa- 
tional institutions which give ROTC or 
other Army-supervised military training 
are being held this academic year as in 
the past, the War Department stated this 
week. 

The matches are divided into three 
phases: (1) Intramural matches, held 
from 1 Oct. to 31 Dec., to determine the 
standing of students and units of each 
school; (2) Intercollegiate matches, held 
from 1 Jan. to 15 March, between schools 
in each service command, and (38) Na- 
tional Intercollegiate Matches held be- 
tween 16 March and 16 April. 

The National Intercollegiate Matches 
are conducted under the supervision of 
the War Departments National Board for 
the Promotion of Rifle Bractice. 

Prizes, in the form of certificates, will 
be awarded this year by the board, in- 
stead of the customary trophy to the 
winning team of each group and the 
medals to its firing members. 








Funds for Inquiries 
An additional $40,000 was voted by the 
House this week to permit its Military 
Affairs Committee to continue investiga- 
tions into the conduct of the war pro- 
gram.

Reveal Details of Battle 


Details of the smashing victory of a 
three-destroyer United States Task 
Force on 6 Oct. 1943, north of Vella La 


Vella reveal that it was opposed by nine 
Japanese warships of which three, a light 
cruiser and two destroyers, were de- 
stroyed, two definitely were damaged and 
hits were believed scored on others. At 
one time Japanese vessels fired on one of 
their own ships. 

Southwest Pacific Communique No. 546 
on 9 Oct. 1948, first announced the action, 
Saying “our Naval units at night inter- 
cepted and engaged an enemy force con- 
sisting of one light cruiser and four de- 
stroyers. The cruiser and one destroyer 
exploded and sank as a result of our gun- 
fire, one destroyer was sunk by torpedo 
action and the remaining two destroyers 
were damaged and fled. Two other groups 
of ships to the rear reversed course and 
retired at high speed. Our losses were 
moderate.” 

The U. 8S. Task Force, commanded by 
Capt. Frank C. Walker, USN, consisted 
of the USS Selfridge, USS Obannon and 
USS Chevalier. The loss of the Chevalier 
was announced in Navy Department 
Communique No. 481. 


Comdr. George E. Peckham, USN, com- 
manded the Selfridge; Comdr. Donald 


John MacDonald, USN, commanded the 
Obannon, and Comdr. George R. Wilson, 
USN, commanded the Chevalier. 

The battle lasted less than 30 minutes. 

The Chevalier went to the bottom after 
receiving a torpedo hit and after colliding 
with one of the other American vessels 
which suffered only slight damage. De- 
spite the near presence of a numerically 
superior enemy force, the other United 
States ships rescued the majority of offi- 
cers and crew of the stricken destroyer 
and carried them safely to a South 
Pacific base. 





Promote CO of Borie 

Lt. Charles H. Hutchins, USNR, 31, 
who served as commanding officer of the 
USS Borie, has been awarded a meri- 
torious promotion to lieutenant com- 
mander. 

The promotion was made on the recom- 
mendation 6. Admiral Royal FE. a 
soll, USN, Commander in Chief, U. S. At- 
lantic Fleet, who on 10 Nov. +e a 
Lieutenant Hutchins the Navy Cross. 

Lieutenant Commander Hutchins 
ceived his new commission 11 Nov. 
Vice Adm. Frederick J. Horne, 
Chief of Naval Operations. 

Under Lieutenant Hutchins’ command, 
the Borie sank two German submarines. 
She was damaged herself in ramming the 
second submarine, and later was sunk 
by a plane from the USS Card, the escort 
carrier with which she was operating at 
the time.

Predicts Post-War Strength 


Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox, ad- 
dressing the 17th graduating class of Ma- 
rine Corps Women’s Reserve officer can- 
didates 15 Nov. at Camp Lejeune, New 
River, N. C., said that the war “shall go 
through to a definite and final conclu- 
sion,” and expressed the hope that “this 
time the nation will be undivided in its 
effort to support the peace.” 

Mr. Knox arrived at the camp with Lt. 
Gen. Thomas Holcomb, Marine Corps 
commandant. He predicted that strong 
land, sea and air forces would be main- 
tained after the war to insure that the 
terms of peace are kept. 





Navy Bond Sales 


The third highest monthly total 
Navy war bond sales was reported in 
October, when Navy personnel purchases 
amounted to $25,963,106. This 
was exceeded only in July and Septem- 
ber, when purchases totaled $27,783,065 
and $30,477,763, respectively. 

Of the October sales, $15,545,719 rep- 
resented bond purchases by civilian em- 
ployees, $6,492,525 were allotment pur- 
chases by uniformed personnel, and $3,- 
924,862 were cash purchases by civilian 
and uniformed personnel.

Navy Renames Battle 


The naval battle in the Solomon Islands 
area on 30 Nov.-1 Dec. 1942 known as 
the Battle of Lunga Point, wasn’t fought 
at Lunga Point at all, the Navy Depart- 
ment stated this week. 

Pointing out that naval actions are CR 
tomarily named after the nearest promi- 
nent point on shore, the Navy stated the 
action took place nearer Tassafaronga 
than Lunga. Accordingly the polysyllabie 
name has been adopted for the battle, 

At the Battle of Tassafaronga, Amer- 
ican vessels intercepted Japanese war- 
ships and transports attempting to effect 
a landing and sank two large destroyers 
or cruisers, four destroyers, two troop 
transports and a cargo ship. The United 
States lost the heavy cruiser Northamp- 
ton and other vessels were damaged. 





Reassign Adm. Buckmaster 

Rear Admiral Elliott Buckmaster, 
chief of the Naval Air Primary Training 
Command, and formerly commander of 
the aireraft carrier Yorktown, sunk at 
the Battle of Midway, has been ordered 
to take command of the San Diego Naval 
Air Base, effective within the next two 
weeks, succeeding Rear Adm. Ernest 
Gunther. 





Naval Supply Depot Designated 

The Supply Department of the Guanta- 
namo Bay Naval station has been estab- 
lished and designated as the Naval Sup 
ply Depot, Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. The 
fuel facilities will be operated as an an- 
nex of the depot.

B= USE he considers 7 December, 1941, as “a date which will live in infamy,” we 
may expect the President to veto, or certainly to ignore, the resolution passed by 
Congress proposing the proclamation of that anniversary as “Armed Services Honor 
Day.” To be sure on that occasion our Officers and men showed the stuff that is in 
them. They performed deeds of valor even when dying, which glorify the Flag and 
accord with our best traditions. But its celebration might be distorted by enemy prop- 
aganda to show we had changed our view as to the perfidious nature of the attack. 
Moreover, there would be revived in the public mind the charges of negligence and care- 
lessness which have been largely forgotten, and political speakers recalling them would 
add fuel to the controversy regarding the blame for the losses we suffered. In pressing 
the resolution, its authors, Senator Wiley, Republican, of Wisconsin, and Representa- 
tive Toley, Democrat, of California, thought to make the day one of tribute to “all men 
who have served or are now serving in the Armed Forces.” We agree there should be 
such a day, and look forward to the time when it shall be proclaimed. But let it be on 
the anniversary of victory rather than disaster. For example, there was the historic 
battle of Midway, which, following that of the Coral Sea, unquestionably blasted the 
Japanese hope to invade our country. There were the recapture of the Aleutians, the 
bombing and bombardment of the Japanese Mandated Islands, the capture of Guadal- 
“anal, and the brilliantly successful Naval and air engagements of the Southwest 
Pacific. There were the effective operations of our submarines, which are sinking 
Japanese vessels, and starving the people of that enemy and their industries. There 
were the victories won by General MacArthur through the masterful maneuvering of 
pitifully inadequate forces, which have protected Australia and New Zealand and are 
gaining control of islands on the route to the heart of the Japanese mainland. There 
was the curb placed in the Atlantic upon the U-boat by our ships and planes in con- 
junction with the British, which has advantaged our transportation of men and sup- 
plies across the seas. There were the destruction of the Italo-German Armies in North 
Africa, the occupation of Sicily, the invasion of Italy, and the daring feats of our 
aviation forces in bombing Germany and occupied Europe. Any of these events offers 
an anniversary preferable to Pearl Harbor with its memory of betrayal by a Nation 
presumed to be a friend, and clouded by courtsmartials hanging over the heads of 
responsible Officers. Perhaps the best way to honor the men and women serving in the 
current war would be to follow the practice of World War I. That would be to cele- 
brate Unconditional Surrender Day, as we now celebrate Armistice Day. 


’T‘HE House of Representatives this week passed and sent to the Senate two meas- 

ures increasing compensation to disabled veterans and to the dependents of dis- 
abled veterans of World War I and II. Under one measure those suffering permanent 
and total disability would receive $50 a month instead of the present $40, or if they 
have been disabled for ten years or attained the age of 65 years, they will receive $60 
a month. The other bill applies to the dependents of veterans suffering service con- 
nected disabilities, but who died from other causes. It increases the pensions of such 
widows from $30 to $35 a month, or a widow with one child is increased from the 
present $38 a month to $45, with $5 for each additional child. The reasons for these 
increases are sound and logical—and they apply to other categories of service com- 
pensation not yet taken up by Congress. Representative Cunningham characterized the 
pension bill as “a very strong bill for the present morale of our fighting men.” Repre- 
sentative Scrivner said that “It is not a matter of justice, nor charity, to those widows 
and children in providing them an allowance which the man himself could not give.” 
Representative Magregor said that “we have failed to provide as adequately as this 
country might well afford, for the disabled veterans, and the widows and orphans.” 
Referring to inflation, Representative Rankins declared that “these veterans are 
being victimized because of the small amounts of their fixed incomes.” These reasons 
apply with like force to the widows @nd children of veterans of the Regular establish- 
ments whose deaths were due to service-connected, but peacetime, disabilities. They 
apply also to the retired personnel of the services, who have had no pay increases to 
meet the present day inflationary living costs and whose income, moreover, is further 
reduced by the application of present high taxes without benefit of the exemptions 
granted to active personnel. The pensions of widows of personnel who died from war 
time service-connected disabilities start at $50 per month, as compared with $30 for 
the peacetime veteran who may have been in the service many more years. The need 
is equally great in both instances. Congress should overhaul the entire pension set-up 
so as to apply uniform higher rates to all those widows who have suffered the rigors 
and vicissitudes and low pay of service life.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











\Fereign Affaire—In recognition of the great service Secretary Hull rendered to the 

Nation and its Allies in negotiating the Moscow agreements, Congress paid him the 
unusual honor of hearing an address by him this week. Its action may become a pre- 
cedent for future participation of members of the Cabinet in Oongressional floor 
proceedings. Proposals of this character have been made from time to time, but 
have never been.adopted, because of zealous observance of the constitutional provision 
relative to the independence of the Legislative and Executive branches of the gov- 
ernment. However, Congress was anxious to hear from Mr. Hull’s own lips a report 
of the accomplishments of his conference with the Foreign Ministers of the British 
Empire and Soviet Union. As a result of his remarks it feels it is confirmed in its 
appreciation of their importance both in the matter of more effective prosecution of 
the war and closer collaboration of the United Nations in the maintenance of peace 
after hostilities shall cease. 

The Secretary, with his usual clarity, explained to Congress the various im- 
portant decisions which had been made, following closely the Communique and the 
text of the Declarations made public when the Conference ended. Of special inter- 
est to the Armed Forces were his references to the measures to be taken to shorten 
the war against Germany and her satellites in Europe, measures now being dis- 
cussed in detail by the three Powers along the general lines of the understanding 

ched by the representatives of the Chiefs of Staff in their Moscow deliberations. 
Secretary Hull emphasized that the basis for the projected military operations is 
the unshakable determination of the participating States to continue the prosecution 
of the war until Germany and her Allies shall have unconditionally surrendered. 
With such a basis, it follows that agreements can be easily reached for the coordina- 
tion of the assaults upon the European fortress, assaults which will require the 
enemy further to shorten his lines, and to place reserves for dispatch to threatened 
points. 

It always has been known that while Marshal Stalin and his Staff have looked 
upon the Anglo-American operations in the Mediterranean area as important, they 
feel they have not, been geographically effective in lessening German resistance to the 
advance of the Red Armies in Russia. Therefore, they have consistently urged the 
establishment of a second front in western Europe. To do so will necessitate first 
of all the mobilization of huge Armies in the United Kingdom, the provision of 
well filled arsenals for their supply, and the collection at ports of departure of 
fleets of ships and landing barges to transport the troops to the European coast 
where bridgeheads are to be located. Already preparations to these ends are 
going forward. In the Armistice Day statement released by the War Department, it 
was reported that by the end of the current year, the United States will have 2,500,- 
000 men abroad, and the inference therefrom is that the majority of this number 
will be based in England. Joined with them will be the Canadian divisions now in 
that Island and, of course, the British forces, and the combined strength promises 
success in the landings contemplated and their immediate exploitation. Protecting 
the transports en route to their destination will be numerous American and British 
warships. Also a powerful air umbrella will be provided, and bombers and fighters will 
be employed to weaken the defense in depth which the Germans have arranged. The air 
offensives now being conducted throughout the occupied areas are preliminary to the 
contemplated operations, and they will be intensified as the hour for the assaults ar- 
rives, In anticipation of that hour, Germany has been forced to shorten her lines in 
Russia and to preserve her air strength as much as possible. Since the Reds launched 
their offensive last summer her armies have suffered severe tactical defeats, and in so 
doing have relinquished more than a third of the territory they had occupied at great 
cost of blood and treasure. More than this, their retreat is an admission of their failure 
to achieve the military, political and economic objectives they had planned. How- 
ever, their Armies remain intact, though doubtless the morale of officers and men 
has been weakened by the recognition that their retirement is the strategy of de- 
feat. Further, their air strength continues strong due to the surrender of the air, 
to a considerable extent, in Russia and the Mediterranean. General Strong, Chief of 
Army Intelligence, says that strength is greater than in 1939, when Germany had 
22,000 first line planes, whereas General Arnold, Chief of the Air’ Corps, has stated 
that the Nazis have only 2,000 fighter planes in service. Whatever air strength the 
enemy has obviously is being conserved for use against our landing forces, but, 
as the disembarkations will be several in number, it will have to be divided. Against 
them we will have superior air forces, which based upon Britain’s fields will be 
within short range of the Continent. The situation will be radically different from that 
at Salerno, where our planes had to fly from Sicily and North Africa and the Ger- 
mans from only a few minutes away from that point. 

Because there can be no failure, the plans the United Nations are making will 
be complete and their execution carried out as far as possible according to schedule. 
As General Marshall will be in supreme command of the Anglo-American armies, 
upon his shoulders will be the responsibility for the entire operation. He and his ad- 
visers are in communication with the Russian General Staff, exchanging informa- 
tion and arranging for even more violent attacks by the Red Armies as we move 
across the English Channel and the North Sea. It is presumed the President and 
Prime Minister Churchill in conjunction with General Marshall, are selecting the 
Joint Staff with which he must be provided. There are rumors that Geenral Sir Har- 
old R. Alexander, the able British officer, now in charge of operations in the Mediter- 
ranean Area, will be selected for this responsible post. As General Marshall is ex- 
pected to retain his membership upon the Combined Chiefs of Staff, the body which is 
charged with formulation of world strategy, he will have to be in constant touch with 
it. He also will have the advantage of the judgment of the British General Staff and 
that of officers of the Soviet General Staff. In his address before Congress, Secretary 
Hull said of the military discussions that took place in Moscow, “they were in the direc- 
tion of facilitating closer cooperation between the three countries in the prosecution 
of the war against the common enemy.” He further observed that “there is now in 
Moscow a highly competent United States Military Mission, headed by Major General 
John R. Deane.” 

From the outset, Secretary Hull explained that the dominant thought of the Con- 
ference was that, after the attainment of victory, cooperation among peace loving 
nations in support\ef certain paramount mutual interests would be almost as com- 
pelling in importance and necessity as it is today in support of the war effort. Those 
mutual interests he described as national security, world order under law, peace, and 
the full promotion of the political, economic and social welfare of their respective 
peoples—in the principles and spirit of the Atlantic Charter and the Declaration by 
United Nations. The foundation stone upon which the future international organiza- 
tion for peace is to be constructed will be, he declared, the principle of sovereign 
equality of all peace-loving states, irrespective of size and strength. It is this principle 
which prevails in our Pan-American system, and it is one that has received general 
welcome from neutrals as well as. the United Nations. The Secretary relieved the 
minds of some members of Congress when he said there were no secret agreements 
even suggested at Moscow, and that controversial territorial questions would be held 
in abeyance until the end of the war. The acceptance of the latter proposal by Stalin 
proves he does not intend to permit Soviet claims for Baltic State territory and part 
of Poland and Roumania, to interfere with military collaboration or with post-war

cooperation. In view of this fact, it might well be advisable for Poland to reestablish 
diplomatic relations with the Soviet Union, and through them come to an under. 
standing regarding boundaries before hostilities cease. 

It is obvious that the Moscow agreements signed by Secretary Hull express only 
principles, and there remain to be determined the details based upon them. This is a 
matter particularly within the purview of the Heads of States, and from them in due 
course will come announcement of decisions which, put into effect, should expedite mill- 
tary operations and the coming of the time when the Post-War structure for peace can 
be established. 


Would Promote Deceased Officer—Had he lived only a few days longer, Ool. Zim RB. 
Lawhon, commanding officer of the Shenango Personnel Depot, Transfer, Pa., would 
have attained the goal of every officer—promotion to general officer rank. 

A posthumous brigadier generalcy in the Army of the United States will yet be 
his if the Senate agrees to a recommendation of the President and the War Depart- 
ment that Colonel Lawhon be promoted notwithstanding the fact that he died at 
Transfer on 7 Nov. 

A week before his death, Colonel Lawhon’s promotion was approved by the Sec. 
retary of War and transmitted to the White House together with recommendations 
for the temporary promotion of nine officers to major general and 35 other officers to 
brigadier general. Before the President transmitted the nominations to the Senate, 
12 Nov., Colonel Lawhon had died. 

Stating that Colonel Lawhon had been assigned to Shenango when conditions 
there were very unsatisfactory, Mr. Stimson expressed the belief that his work there in 
bringing his command to a high state of efficiency undoubtedly accelerated the illness 
which resulted in “untimely” death. The Secretary urged that Colonel Lawhon be 
promoted posthumously. 

Colonel Lawhon, a permanent lieutenant colonel, Field Artillery, was at one 
time chief of the military personnel division, Services of Supply, and later Chief of the 
Army Exchange Service. 


Marine Corps— The Marine Corps has authorized promotion of one or more grades 
of enlisted men completing specified courses in schools. One order, Letter of In- 
struction No. 555, covers enlisted personnel other than aviation and women’s reserve, 
and supersedes Letters No. 380 and 383. The other order, Letter of Instruction No. 
542, covers enlisted personnel (aviation). Both letters specify that the promotions 
made shall be temporary and that the letters are not to be construed as a directive to 
promote all men merely upon successful completion of their courses. The authority 
given in the letters is merely to prevent delay in promotion of men who have qualifi- 
cations for advancement in rank and commanders are asked to use the same care 
in making promotions under provisions of the letters as they exercise in making any 
other promotions. 

Marine Corps headquarters has ordered that no member of the corps shall en- 
dorse any book, magazine or newspaper articles of a historical nature about the 
corps without first submitting a copy of the endorsement, together with the manu- 
script endorsed to the commandant for approval. Marine writers are asked to con- 
fine themselves to reasonably established facts and to avoid boastfulness and invidious 
remarks about other services of this country and its allies. 

Members of the Women’s Reserve of the U. S. Marine Corps will be trained 
as sound motion picture projectionists. Acceptable applicants for this training will be 
sent to the New York Navy Yard for an eight-week maintenance and operating 
course. 

2nd Lt. James W. Hurlbut, USMCR, first Marine combat correspondent to land on 
Guadalcanal and later technical adviser for the Twentieth-Century Fox film, “Guadal- 
canal Diary” has been ordered to duty in the division of Public Relations at Head- 
quarters Marine Corps. While adviser for the film company Lieutenant Hurlbut was 
stationed at the Public Relations Office of the 11th Naval District in Los Angeles. 

Members of the 37th Candidates’ Class at Quantico, Va., have been appointed 
second lieutenants in the Marine Corps Reserve and assigned to duty under instruc 
tion in the 40th Reserve Officers’ Course at the Marine Corps Schools at Quantico. 

Decorations were presented to two outstanding Marine Corps officers by Lt. 
Gen. Thomas Holcomb, Commandant of the Marine Corps, on 1 Nov. 

The Legion of Merit was presented to Brig. Gen. DeWitt Peck, USMC, for “ex- 
ceptionally meritorious conduct in the performance of outstanding services” which 
“contributed immeasurably to the continued success of the Allied campaign in the 
Solomons.” 

Lt. Col. Frank G. Dailey, USMC, was awarded the Navy and Marine Corps 
Medal for “heroic conduct” on Guadalcanal. Colonel Dailey “repeatedly remained 
at an exposed control station during hostile air raids and shelling, coordinating the 
tactical employment of all aircraft and operating the air warning system for all the 
armed forces on the island.”

OWI Contacts Italian Fleet—Robert E. Sherwood, director of the Overseas Opera- 
tions Branch of OWI, told at a House Appropriations Committee hearing the method 
by which the message persuading the Italian Navy to come over to our side rather 
than to scuttle their ships or turn them over to the Germans was transmitted. 

Knowing that it was doubtful whether any considerable number of men with the 
Italian fleet would hear an ordinary broadcast because of the strict prohibition 00 
naval vessels against listening to radio stations other than those of their own goverD- 
ment the problem was at last solved when an OWI engineer converted its transmitter 
to the international distress frequency. Naval vessels of all nations are listening to 
this at all times. 


Field Artillery—Annual meeting of the U. 8. Field Artillery Association will be held 
13 Dec. 1943 at the Army and Navy Club, Washington, D. C. Six members of the ex- 
ecutive council of the association are to be elected—three from among officers of thé 
Regular Army, two from the National Guard and one from the Organized Reserve. 
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Army Ground Forees—HEADQUARTERS, AGF—All officers in training have been 
instructed by Lt. Gen. Lesley J. McNair, commanding general of the Army Ground 
Forces, to study a War Department pamphlet, “Lessons from the Tunisian Campaign, 
now being distributed to Ground Force units, in order to better prepare themselves 
for combat. The pamphlet, written to acquaint Allied forces not yet employed against 
the enemy with the lessons learned in Tunisia, is the result of a study of opinions by 
commanders of units participating in the campaign. It is the first statement of les- 
sons absorbed by American forces in that action. 

Commenting upon an introduction to the pamphlet, General McNair observed 
that “our basic tactical doctrine proved to be correct.” But, he added, “most of the 
errors resulted from faulty application of proven principles.” General McNair em- 
phasized that officers in training study the pamphlet with a reminder that errors in the 
Tunisian campaign “often resulted from a failure of officers to exercise proper lead- 

hip.” 
- = an Armistice Day speech delivered to the Cadet Corps at Georgetown Uni- 
yersity, Brig. Gen. William G. Walker, Assistant Chief of Staff, G-4, AGF, declared 
that “yesterday’s facts are not new enough” for the American soldier who wants to 
win the war and remain alive doing it. 

In Ground Force camps throughout the nation, General Walker said, men are 
being trained for every conceivable type of combat, receiving conditioning which is 
harder and more thorough than any which soldiers have ever undergone. 

General Walker reminded Cadet Corps members that today’s infantry soldier 
is a highly specialized expert “who learns to use an astounding number of weapons 
and a great variety of equipment.” He cited the “bazooka” as an example of one of 
these weapons which, when put into the hands of a fighting infantryman, “gives him a 
real chance against the tank.” 

“The American doughboy has demonstrated convincingly that he knows what to 
do with a good thing when he gets it,” the General said. “Men and equipment are in- 
separable ingredients of modern victory and our training today is realistic in the 
extreme. In maintenance of these standards, constantly and without fail, lies the 
formula for a final victory that will be more tham just another armistice.” 

ANTIAIRCRAFT COMMAND—Headed by General McNair, Maj. Gen. Ray E. 
Porter, Assistant Chief of Staff, G-3, War Department, and Brig. Gen. John M. 
Lentz, Assistant Chief of Staff, G-3, AGF, a group of officers from AGF Headquarters 
visited the headquarters of the Antiaircraft Command recently to begin an inspec- 
tion of antiaircraft training. The party, accompanied by Maj. Gen. Joseph A. Green, 
commanding general of the Antiaircraft Command, and Brig. Gen. Frank C. Me- 
Connell, Assistant Chief of Staff, G-3, Antiaircraft Command, also visited the Antiair- 
craft Artillery Training Center at Camp Stewart, Ga., and the Antiaircraft Artillery 
Training Center, School and Board at Camp Davis, N. ©. Included in the group were 
Col. Harold S. Johnson, CAC; Lt. Col. John M. Breit, Inf.; and Lt. Col. James G. 
Bain and Maj. William W. Bailey, both of the Coast Artillery Corps. 

Lt. Col. Herman R. Smith and Maj. Francis X. Bradley, CAC, from the Antiair- 
craft Artillery School, conferred recently with representatives of the training sec- 
tion at Antiaircraft Command Headquarters in connection with the preparation of 
training publications. 

Col. Ernest A. Merkle, CAC, recently assigned to the training section at Antiair- 
craft Command Headquarters, has been promoted to that rank. 

Brig. Gen. Bryan L. Milburn has announced the appointment of Lt. Col. David 
F. Sellards, CAC, as Assistant Director with the Division of Instruction, Antiaircraft 
Artillery School. Colonel Sellards succeeds Col. Walter McCormick, CAO, who has 
been assigned to the Antiaircraft Artillery Training Center at Camp Haan, Calif. 

ARMORED COMMAND—The third anniversary of the Armored School was cele- 
brated at Ft. Knox, Ky., recently with an impressive pageant featuring a broadcast 
address by Brig. Gen. Joseph A. Holly, commandant of the school. Organization of the 
school began soon after activation of the Armored Force and the first students began 
their course of instruction on 4 November, 1940. 

The first class to take the new 17-week course has been graduated from the 
Armored Officer Candidate School. Under the new program, the candidates receive 812 
hours of instruction, nearly 200 more than formerly. More time is devoted today to 
gunnery and tactics. 

Makirg his first visit to Camp Beale, Calif., since assuming command of the 
Fourth Army, Lt. Gen. William H. Simpson conferred there recently with Maj. Gen. 
John B. Wogan, commanding general of the 13th Armored Division, and viewed divi- 
sion training activities. 

At Ft. Knox a series of addresses on “Religious Freedom in a Democracy,” under 
the sponsorship of the National Conference of Christians and Jews, were presented 
to officers and enlisted men of the Armored Command and post complement during the 
week of 8 Nov. Speakers were Dr. Edgar DeWitt Jones, pastor of the Central Wood- 
ward Christian Church, Detroit, Mich.; Dr. Alvin D. Hersch, of the University of De- 
troit; and Judge Joseph A. Moynihan, of the Detroit Circuit Court. More than 300 
clergymen from communities in the vicinity of Ft. Knox attended the first day’s ses- 
sions. 

Also at Ft. Knox, Capt. M. B. Jensen, personnel consultant of the Armored School, 
has been conducting research in the cause and cure of fear. Some conclusions reached 
are that fear may be controlled by giving the soldier facts on his chances of survival in 
battle and by keeping him active during moments of stress with great mental concen- 
tration or physical exertion. 

At Pine Camp, N. Y., a demonstration of air support for ground units was 
viewed by the entire personnel of the 5th Armored Division, headed by Maj. Gen. 
Lunsford E. Oliver. Planes bombed and strafed objectives and laid down a smoke 
screen. Two armored infantry companies showed the curtain of fire that can be raised 
against attacking planes with machine guns and small arms. 


Ordnance Department—Ordnance officers who supply motorized equipment and 
guns to the fighting forces of the United Nations, and automotive engineers and metal- 
lurgists carrying on a design and research job to improve the materiel, met recently 
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at Aberdeen Proving Grounds for a “War Engineering Board Day” tour and demon- 
stration. Members of the Society of Automotive Engineers “WEB” who were guests 
of Maj. Gen. G. M. Barnes, Chief of Technical Division, Office of Chief of Ordnance, 
saw in action the equipment they have helped to build, and had a chance to compare 
it with equipment captured from Nazis, Japs, and Italians. 

Since long before Pearl Harbor, WEB has been providing a trouble-shooting 
automotive engineering service for Ordnance, and for other government agencies, in- 
cluding WPB. Focussing upon ordnance problems the combined talents of automotive 
engineers and metallurgists, the work has involved a wide variety of undertakings, 
from conservation of critical materials to winterization of vehicles. 

Speaking at luncheon in the Officers’ Club, General Barnes characterized the 
reception as a “small token of appreciation for the fine work done by WEB for the 
Ordnance Department” and heralded the WEB achievements as outstanding ex- 
amples of successful cooperation of industry and Ordnance in designing and develop- 
ing motorized war equipment to the point of getting a mechanical edge on the enemy. 

“We can say that the work of WEB has contributed to making the U. 8. Army 
the best equipped in the world today,” declared General Barnes. “We now have the 
mechanical edge on the Nazis, who are admirably equipped. We always have had the 
edge on the Japs, who seem to have copied much obsolete American and European 
equipment. The Italians had inferior equipment from the first.” 


New Weapons of Warfare—The Amphibious Training Command of the Atlantic 
Fleet recently demonstrated fast rocket boats whose duty it is to lay down a smoke 
screen enabling landing craft to approach an enemy beach unobserved as well as ac- 
tively participating in the attack itself. The rocket boats took part in a landing 
maneuver staged in Chesapeake Bay and it was revealed that the craft had been used 
with success in the invasions of Sicily and Italy. 

Stockholm reports German dispatches describing a rocket-driven four-engined 
bombing plane patterned along the lines of the Flying Fortress and the Liberator. The 
use of rockets, the dispatch stated, would allow the plane to instantly multiply its 
speed five times. 

Since Prime Minister Churchill warned Great Britain of the possibility of new 
forms of attack that nation has speculated widely as to what form the new weapon 
would take—rocket guns, suicide parachutists, stratosphere bombers or gas. 


Bureau of Yards and Docks—Award of certificates of merit to 15 Port of New 
York stevedoring corporations, for their assistance in training officers of the Navy's 
Seabee Special Units, was announced this week by the 3rd Naval District on behalf 
of the Bureau of Yards and Docks of the Navy. The certificates were signed by Rear 
Adm. Ben Moreell (CEC) USN, Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, and were 
in “recognition of patriotic contributions to the war effort in connection with the 
activities of the Construction Battalions (Special).” 

The cited companies have been cooperating with the Seabees in training of Seabee 
Special officers in cargo handling and loading. Since last April, when the program 
started, more than 100 groups of these officers, totaling nearly 700, have had 30 days’ 
practical training on New York docks, actually participating in loading of ships and 
learning the latest methods of cargo handling, stowage, and unloading. 


Medical Department—An additional thousand women dietitians will be required 
during the coming year to serve in Army hospitals in this country and overseas, the 
War Department stated this week. Under legislation approved last December, dieti- 
tians hold relative rank in the Army. 

A class of medical officers began a course of instruction, 3 Nov., at the School of 
Aviation Medicine, Randolph Field, Tex., completion of which leads to rating as 
aviation medical examiner. 
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Army Air Forces—The new Wright Cyclone-18 engine, the use of which it is hoped 
will increase the bomb load and_range for attacks on enemy bases has been placed 
in quantity production. An air-cooled radial engine of 2,200 horsepower, it has 18 
cylinders built in two banks of nine each with a displacement of 8,850 cubic inches. 
Wright engineers are said to have designed a reduction gear system with an extremely 
low ratio, probably the lowest used on any aircraft engine, and Installed a two-speed 
supercharger that maintains a high output up to stratospheric levels. Before being 
placed in quantity production the engine was put through rigid flight tests, including 
a@ special 150-hour run specified by the Army. 

This week saw a record of 223 tons of explosives dropped on Alexishafen and 
Madang by Amtrican bombers. This was the heaviest bombing ever to take place 
against New Guinea and in the entire theater, was second only to the raid of 12 Oct., 
in which 350 tons were dropped on Rabaul. 

Holding their fire until the German planes were right on top of them, the crew 
of a B-17 succeeded in blasting at least 11 fighter planes in a heavy bomber attack 
on Munster, according to the report of the Fortress pilot, Capt. Robert D. Brown. 
Four members of the crew each destroyed two enemy planes, and three other members 
shot down one fighter each in the 8th Air Force assault on the German manufacturing 
city. The resulting combat was one of the fiercest battles ever fought between 
American planes and the Luftwaffe. 

“We may have downed more fighters than the eleven we are sure of,’ Captain 
Brown said. “If we had taken a scorekeeper along, we could claim twenty. They fell 
so fast, I know that.” 

Despite scores of holes from machine gun and cannon fire the Fortress made a 
safe landing at its base. 

Wounded and with one engine of his P-38 Lightning fighter dead, 2nd Lt. Lester 
H. Laird shot down a Messerschmitt 109 and then piloted his disabled plane 350 
miles to Allied territory for a crash landing. Lieutenant Laird, attached to the North- 
west African Air Forces, was hit while over Italy. Blinded by smoke he tried to nose 
his plane down and found his trim tabs had been damaged. Holding both feet on the 
rudder control, he kept flying straight crossing the Italian coast trying to get low 
over the water to escape enemy fighters. About seven miles over the water an ME- 
109, seeing he was crippled, dived on him. He nosed up to meet the attack and fired, 
glancing back as the plane passed over him in time to see it fall into the sea. As he 
reached the coast the P-38’s remaining engine, which had overheated, froze tight and 
he was forced to make the crash landing. 

AIR ENGINEERS—Ground units of the Northwest African Air Service Com- 

. mand, landing on the Italian mainland hard on the heels of infantry and artillery of 
the Fifth Army which had gained a foothold on the Salerno beach head, laid out and 
constructed an air field in 24 hours in a cultivated field of wheat and cotton. 

Commanding officer of the aviation engineers in the construction of the airfield 
was Maj. Laurence M. Cook, who states that they began unloading their heavy equip- 
ment about 5 p. m. on 9 Sept. After remaining offshore for almost 12 hours while as- 
sault troops continued to land Major Cook went ashore with his troops, selecting 
airfield sites the next morning. Before the night was over a runway had been laid 
out while other details unloaded more equipment from the ships. Working steadily 
despite heavy fire and bombing from enemy aircraft the engineers completed one 
field and started on a second within the space of a single day. 

By the end of a week three airfields had been completed, with runways for fighter 
aircraft, taxi strips around them and parking stands on each field to provide proper 
dispersal of the planes on the ground. They worked night and day sprinkling the run- 
ways and taxi strips to keep down the powdery dust that covered the. area, cutting 
down trees and filling in scores of drainage ditches. At the same time they handled a 
defense system, manning antiaircraft and machine guns around the field. 


Bureau of Medicine and Surgery—After many months of study by the Special As- 
sistant to the Surgeon General and the Management Engineer of the Navy Depart- 
ment, their report on supply activities in the Medical Department of the Navy has 
been submitted to the Surgeon General. The fundamental principle on which all rec- 
ommendations are based is that planning activities shall be conducted by the Plan- 
ning Division, that finance activities shall be conducted by the Finance Division and 
supply activities shall be conducted by a new Materiel Division of BuMed. All supply 
activities previously conducted by the Planning and Finance Divisions will be trans- 
ferred to this new division. 

Under the new plan the Planning Division will consist of (a) an Office of the 
Chief of Planning Division, (b) a War Plans Branch, and (c) a Design and Con- 
struction Branch. The Finance Division will consist of (a) an Office of the Chief of 
Finance Division, (b) a Budget Branch, and (c) an Auditing Branch. The new Ma- 
teriel Division will consist of (a) an Office of the Chief of the Division of Materiel, 
(b) a Requirements Branch, (c) a Procurement Branch, (d) an Administrative 
Branch and (e) a Washington office. 

This new division, although a part of BuMed, will be located primarily in Brook- 
lyn for the duration. The chief of the division will be represented in Washington by 
Capt. William B. Eaton, (MC) USN. It is planned to retain most of the personnel 
transferred from the Planning and Finance Divisions in the Washington office of the 
Materiel Div. 

Rear Adm. K. C. Melhorn (MC) USN has been appointed chief of this division, 
and Capt. John H. Chambers (MC) USN has been appointed assistant chief. Transfer 
of personnel to the Materiel Division includes the following: Lt. P. T. Rees (HC) 
USN ; Lt. C. J. Stommel (HC) USN; Lt. (jg) J. R. Roberts (HC) USN; Lt. (jg) A. P. 
Holloman (HC) USN, and others associated with them in their work. 

Beginning 1 Dec. Hospital Corps Waves will be trained at various air stations 
throughout the country as low-pressure chamber technicians to replace hospital corps- 
men in the shore aspects of this technical specialty. This training is carried on under 
the supervision of medical officers at the air stations. 

Lt. (jg) Charles F. Johnson (HC) USN, formerly attached to the Personnel Di- 
vision, has reported as the officer in charge of the Bureau Military Section, BuMed 
Administrative Division. 

Rear Adm. H. W. Smith (MC) USN-Ret., is attending the convention of the 
American Academy of Tropical Medicine in Cincinnati, O. 


Army Chaplains Corps—American and Australian soldiers representing two armies 
and two continents, have shared in the building of a jungle chapel in the Pacific. 
It was completed and dedicated four weeks after the troops arrived at an advance 
base where the camp had to be constructed in a jungle. Ten officers and 56 enlisted 
men provided voluntary labor and materials for the erection of the chapel. Eighteen 
religious denominations were represented among the workers. The names of the 
builders were inscribed on a scroll, which was placed in a bottle, sealed and buried 
under the altar. The altar, made of plywood, is supported at its corners by jungle- 
grown logs that were quartered and planed. The pulpit was carved from mahogany by 
an Australian woodworker, who contributed it. 

In striking contrast was the experience of another chaplain, in Italy, who bivou- 
acked with troops of the Fifth Army invasion forces in the yard of a baron’s villa, 
and had a tapestry covered chapel placed at his disposal. 

All Protestant chaplains in the nine Army service commands and the 13 naval 
districts in the United States are to be visited by nine selected religious leaders of 
varying religious denominations. One will be assigned to each service command and 








the naval districts within the geographical limits of the service commands. The pur- 
pose is to carry assurances of the interest of the home ehurches in the work being 
done by the chaplains, and to report to denominational committees any needs that 
should be riet to make the chaplains still more efficient. The contemplated program 
has the support of the Chief of Chaplains of the Army and of the Navy. 

Chaplain Fred E. Andrews, of Galveston, Texas, has been awarded the Silver 
Star for gallantry in action. “His fearless actions won him the undying admiration 
and respect of the officers and men he served,” his citation read. 

Holy Land tours carried out a year ago at Christmas are to be repeated this 
year and will be fostered by chaplains stationed in the Near East. 

The Legion of Merit has been awarded Ch. Frank L. Miller, posthumously, for his 
outstanding work as Plans and Training officer on the staff of the Chief of Chaplains 
of the Army. Chaplain Miller was in the ill-fated plane that crashed in Iceland early 
this year. 


Navy Chaplain Corps—The first assistant to a chaplain from the Women’s Re- 
serve of the Navy has been assigned to duty, with the rating of Specialist (Welfare), 
in the chaplain’s office at the Naval Barracks, Potomac River Naval Command. 
The name of this WAVE is Miss Virginia Treeva Moore, of Appleton, Wis. Having 
had intensive training in music, both instrumental and vocal, one of her main tasks 
will be to assist with the music program at church services. 

Naval regulations provide in line with a bill that awaits the signature of the 
President that the next of kin of personnel who die while in the service of the Navy, 
Marine Corps or Coast Guard shall be furnished a free memorial flag. When the 
body is sent home, the flag accompanies it; when it is impracticable for the services 
to send a flag in time for the funeral, the Veterans’ Administration furnishes one 
for the ceremony and gives it to the next of kin. The interested branch of the services 
reimburses the Veterans’ Administration in kind; under all other circumstances, 
as, for instance, burial at sea, a request from the next of kin will secure a flag from the 
appropriate branch. 


Signal Corps—A conference of Signal Corps depot commanders, attended by Maj. 
Gen. H. C. Ingles, Chief Signal Officer, was held in Chicago early this week to discuss 
current supply problems and future requirements and to insure a continuous flow of 
Signal Corps equipment to overseas theaters and domestic installations. Maj. Gen. 
William H. Harrison, Chief of the Procurement and Distribution Division, OCSO, 
presided at the conference. 

Necessity for simplicity and flexibility in signal communications was stressed 
by Maj. Gen. Francis B. Wilby, superintendent of the United States Military Acad- 
emy, in a recent speech before graduates of the 29th Officer Candidate School at Ft. 
Monmouth. Speaking before the first four-month class to complete the course for 
commissions, General Wilby declared that unless adequate signal communications 
are consistently maintained, commanders are virtually unable to direct troops in 
combat. 

Col. Laurence Watts, SC, has been appointed commanding officer of the Hola- 
bird Signal Depot at Baltimore, which was formerly the Holabird Ordnance Depot 
and recently has been taken over by the Signal Corps. The new Signal Depot will 
store and issue airborne and ground equipment and has also taken over the activities 
of the Monmouth Signal Depot, which has been discontinued. Colonel Watts’ most 
recent service has included assignments as department signal officer, Panama Canal 
Department, and as commanding officer, Lexington (Ky.) Signal Depot. 

Among the officers nominated recently by President Roosevelt to the rank of 
major general is Brig. Gen. Spencer B. Akin, chief signal officer of the Southwest 
Pacific area, who has been decorated twice since the outbreak of the war and who 
has held many important assignments in the Signal Corps. 

Capt. Alexander J. Vivod, SC, has been designated chief of the newly-organ- 
ized shops branch, distribution division, OCSO. 

Capt. Susanna P. Turner has been designated WAC staff director for the Chief 
Signal Officer and assigned to duty in the personnel and training service, which ex- 
ercises staff supervision over the administration and utilization of WAC personnel 
in the Signal Corps. 


Bureau of Supplies and Accounts—A construction battalion (Seabees) was sub- 
sisted exclusively on dehydrated provisions at the Advanced Base Depot, Davisville, 
R. I., for a two-week period during October, in an experiment to determine the nutri- 
tive value and palatability of dehydrated foods and dry provisions prepared under 
actual field conditions. The experiment utilized the allowance list for dry provisions 
prepared by the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts and was conducted by the research 
section of the bureau’s subsistence division in close cooperation with the Bureau 
of Yards and Docks and the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery. 

Results of the experiment proved that dehydrated foods when properly pre 
pared are well liked by the men and that the dehydrated and dry provisions pro- 
vide a diet nutritionally adequate in all respects. Based on the studies made at Davis- 
ville, monthly menus now are being worked out by the Subsistence Division for 
the guidance of commissary personnel at Advanced Bases, Those menus and revised 
Allowance Lists for Dry Provisions will be issued to the field in the near future. 

An Aviation Storekeepers’ School which opened 25 Oct. at the Naval Air Sta- 
tion, Alameda, Calif., with Lt. Comdr. W. J. Held, (SC) USN, as the officer in charge, 
will graduate classes of 33 men each at two-week intervals beginning 4 Dec. The 
school will have a total enrollment of 99 men under instruction by 23 Nov. 

An allotment of 500 V-12 midshipmen has been made to the Supply Corps. They 
now are classified as apprentice seamen and are undergoing indoctrination in the field 
prior to their training at the Navy Supply Corps scohols. They will be appointed 
midshipmen upon enrollment in the Supply Corps schools and upon graduation they 
will be commissioned as ensigns SC-V(G). On 10 Dec. 200 of these midshipmen will 
enroll at the Wellesley College Branch of the Navy Supply Corps School. 

Added responsibilities of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts in connection 
with freight rate adjustments has led to the establishment of a commerce section {0 
the bureau’s transportation division which will act for the Navy Department i 
all freight classification and rate matters which require negotiation with carriers 
or representation to the Interstate Commerce Commission or state regulatory bodies. 
Lt. a. J. G. Cooper (SC) USNR, has been designated as officer-in-charge of the 
new section. 


Corps of Engineers—-The divisions of the Army’s engineer department, except the 
Northwest Division, were constituted as procuring divisions effective 1 Nov. The 
divisions are charged with procurement of supplies within the divisional area. Pro- 
curement allocations under the new system are made by the Office of the Chief of 
Engineers directly to division engineers. The division engineres will thereafter select 
the contractor, issue letter purchase orders and immediately transfer further con- 
tract responsibility to the district engineer in whose district the contractor's facility 
is located. This procedure may be modified at the discretion of division engineers 
by delegating procuring functions to district engineers in the cases of small purchases 
or single sources of supply. 

Industrial facilities located within the area of one division will not be used by 
another division engineer for prime contracts, except for commodity procurements, 
without prior approval of the Chief of Engineers.

gion by radio, and its use in the opera- 
tion of vehicles, automobiles, ships, rall- 
roads and airplanes. * * * The science 
of radio is no longer confined to communi- 
cations. Among revolutionary accom- 
plishments in other lines we have the 
electron microscope, one of the most im- 
portant new scientific tools of the Twen- 
tieth Century. The submicroscopic world 
is now opened wide for exploration. * * * 
Wartime industrial research and engi- 
neering have rushed into use still another 
branch of radio—the art of utilizing high- 
frequency radio waves for heating. It 
violates no military secret to say that in 
this tield of radiothermics, a laminated 
airplane propeller can be processed in 
minutes compared with hours required 
by ordinary heat and pressure methods. 
In many cases where uniform heat under 
accurate control is necessary in indus- 
trial processes, radiothermics offers great 
promise in efficiency and times saving. 
Further afield from communications, re- 
search men are exploring supersonic 
vibrations, far above the range of the 
human ear. The use of these ultrasonics 
in chemistry may open a wide field in 
which high-intensity sounds accelerates 
chemical reactions. Experiments also in- 
dicate important possibilities in many 
other fields, including under-water com- 
munication, emuldification of liquids, and 
precipitation of dust from the air.” 
Colonel Sarnoff said that the heart of 
the science of electronics is the radio 
tube, which in the United States are 
being manufactured at the rate of 400,000 
per day. He insists that the delicate 
finger of the worker who makes the tube 
has a task as vital as the finger of a 
soldier on the trigger of a rifle. He 
further observed that we have much to 
learn about microwaves in which is 
wrapped up the world of individualized 
radio. He suggested that in considering 
opportunities for employment after the 
war, he estimated 10,000,000 new jobs 
would have to be created—we must line 
our sights to the skies. To him the air is 
a universal physical and chemical labora- 
tory in which essential elements for life 
on earth exist. Only now is man begin- 
ning to discover the tremendous poten- 
tialities of air. In his judgment, above the 
arth, aviation and radio, electronics and 
television can open the way for new op- 
portunities in reemployment of war work- 
ers and for the millions of men and 
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women who will return from service. He 
pointed out that science is a mighty ally 
of freedom, and declared we shall have 
a better world only to the extent that our 
goeial thinking and our social progress 
—_ pace with the advance of physical 
sclenee.

artillery employed. 

Air OP’s, small planes of the Cub type 
primarily intended for use by the artil- 
lery for observation and adjustment of 
fire, have proved of inestimable value. 
Two of these planes is assigned to each 





field artillery battalion and two to each 
headquarters and are entirely operated 
and repaired by artillery personnel. 
While unarmed and manned by pilots and 
observers without parachutes, up to 20 
Oct. in Tunisia, Sicily and Italy only one 
of these planes had been downed by 
evuemy air action and in that instance 
both occupants escaped with only minor 
injuries. Equipped with radio, and often 
going well forward over enemy territory, 
their value for reconnaissance has met 
all expectations. Supplying a vital need 
for courier service their success has been 
attributed to their ability to quickly take 
cover by means of low altitude flying 
among mountain ranges and landings 





made in seemingly impossible places. In 
fact the first plane to land at Naples, on 
a boulevard near the water front was one 
of these. 

The mutual confidence displayed by the 
artillery and infantry has been very 
marked in these campaigns. The import- 
ance of this factor cannot be overesti- 
mated as these arms are necessarily in 
the closest contact, their excellent co- 
ordination having contributed notably to 
all recent successes,

Supplies To Prisoners of War 

The American Red Cross reports that 
the total value of relief supplies shipped 
to United Nations prisoners of war in 
Europe and the Far East from 1 Jan, 
1941 to 30 April 1943 was $13,761,130. 
Supplies shipped and distributed to the 
end of April this year included 2,303,290 
standard 11-pound food packages. Of 
these, 20,000 went to the Far East and 
2,283,290 to European prison camps, 

Policy of the American Government 
is to send one food package weekly 
through the Red Cross to every prisoner 
in Europe. At the expense of the respec- 
tive governments or other organizations, 
shipments are sent to Belgian, British, 
French, Greek, Netherlands, Norwegian, 
Polish, Russian in Finnish camps and 
Yugoslav prisoners. 

Additional bulk-supplies of food, cloth- 
ing, medicines, tobacco, and toilet articles 
are sent for prisoners and for civilians 
who are interned in Axis-held countries. 

As it requires 4 to 6 months for a food 
package to reach European prisoner of 
war camps, the Red Cross started pre- 
paring Christmas packages in June. 

On Monday of this week, Senator 
Elbert D. Thomas, chairman of a sub- 
committee of the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee, submitted a report to the 
Senate in regard to treatment being re- 
ceived by American war prisoners. He 
stated. 

“Things are not as bad as we assume 
they are. Where treaties and agree- 
ments were made they are being lived 
up to in the main. The chief difficulty 
is that no exchange of able-bodied 
prisoners can be arranged with Germany 
and Japan. But the packages sent by 
Americans to their relatives and friends 
in prison camps are being regularly re- 
ceived.”

on the west flank defeated enemy forces, kill- 
ing approximately 150. Our losses were light. 
Our medium bombers and fighters attacked 
enemy positions at the Laruma River mouth 
and destroyed a number of barges on the 
beach.

Island in the Vitu group. 

New Guinea: Alexishafen: Our escorted 
medium units at minimum altitude bombed 
and strafed the airdrome, township and in- 
stallations on Sek and Admosin Islands, caus- 
ing extensive damage. Three fighter planes 
and three fuel trucks on the airdrome were 
destroyed or damaged and ack-ack positions 
silenced. One of our planes, hit by ground 
fire, failed to return. There was no inter- 
ception. 

Sio Area: Our light naval craft on night 
patrol sank four loaded southbound enemy 
barges off Waringai and destroyed one 
beached barge southeast of Sio.

Dutch New Guinea: Our medium units ex- 
recuted a midnight attack on Babo, scoring 
numerous hits in the target area and start- 
ing thirteen fires, two of which were visible 
from thirty-five miles away. One of our 
reconnaissance units attacked an enemy float 
plane and shot it down rear Cape Valsch.

Area: One of our heavy reconnaissance units 
bombed an escorted enemy convoy north of 
Mussau Island. 

New Britain: Rabaul: Our medium units 

during the night bombed dispersal areas at 
Vunakanau and our heavy bombers dropped 
more than twenty-five tons of explosives on 
Lakunai airdrome, causing large fires and ex- 
plosions in the revetment area. Following 
‘these night attacks, naval torpedo and dive 
bombers from carriers with fighter escort and 
heavy land bombers from the South Pacific 
struck enemy vessels in the harbor. The 
series of attacks were delivered during the 
morning hours. Pilots report one cruiser and 
two destroyers were sunk and probably one 
cruiser and eleven destroyers were damaged. 
Twenty-four enemy planes were shot down 
in air combat. 
* The enemy later launched four attacks a- 
gainst our naval forces which were success- 
fully repulsed by our carrier and land-based 
aircraft, ships and anti-aircraft fire.

Having increased wages beyond the 
Little Stee] Formula in compliance with 
the demands of the United Mine Work- 
ers and Railroad workers, the Federal 
Administration is encountering the ex- 
pecting consequences.

Lewis so successfully employed. The CIO 
and the Amalgamated Clothing Workers 
have notified the Government that the 
Little Steel Formula must go, and Wil- 
liam H. Davis, Chairman of the War 
Labor Board, claims labor has made 
greater sacrifices than other segments  f 
our economy, and that while it is desir- 
able that wages be held stable this can 
be done only if living costs are rolled 
back to the levels of September, 1942. 
Chester Bowles, Director of the Office of 
Price Administration, insists that only 
through continuance and expansion of 
the subsidy program can food prices be 
held in check, and if not so held the rises 
will result in a general demand for higher 
wages and compel the abandonment of 
the Little Steel Formula. In spite of the 
views of Mr. Bowles, which the President 
supported in a long message to Congress, 
that body unquestionably will pass an 
anti-subsidy bill, and the Farm Bloc 
claims it has the votes to override a veto.

the House rates. So far as individuals 
are concerned, their income taxes under 
the House bill will remain substantially 
what they are under existing law. Single 
persons will pay a slightly higher rate, 
and married persons drawing under $2 
thousand annually, a little less. Through 
changes in the surtax brackets, some re- 
lief will be accorded those in the middle 
brackets, but a small increase will occur 
in the brackets above $38 thousand. The 
Victory tax will be absorbed in the regu- 
lar income taxes, the normal rate of 
which will be advanced from 6 to 10 per 
cent. No consideration hereafter will be 
given to earned income and deductions. 
Te keep within the taxable class the 900 
thousand persons now paying the victory 
tax, a special minimum tax of 3 per cent 
is levied on all not subject to regular in- 
come taxes. Higher taxes are imposed on 
alcoholic liquors, admissions, passenger 
transportation, jewelry and other luxu- 
ries. Local first class postage is increased 
te 3 cents, airmail to 8 cents, and third 
class mail, insured mail and C.O.D. par- 
cels also are increased. 

The excess profit tax is raised to 95 
per cent, with the 10 per cent postwar 
feature retained, and reductions in ex- 
emptions for corporations particularly 
will affect the railroads, steel, utilities 
and other heavy industries. Unless the 
Senate changes the House provision re- 
lating to this matter, it is predicted divi- 
dends will be cut.

Army Conservation Program 
The first of the printed material issued 
as part of the Army Conservation Pro- 


gram has made its appearance in all 
posts, camps and stations within the 
United States. Two posters were dis- 


tributed the first of November and other 


media will follow on a consistent and 
“arefully planned schedule. 
Conservation of all military sup- 


plies and equipment has become a matter 
requiring immediate positive action 
within the Army, with the war consuming 
American resources at an alarming rate 
and putting terrific strain on factories, 


railroads, farms and the entire domestic 
economy. It is becoming increasingly im- 


portant to secure maximum effective use 
from every item of supply and equipment, 
and eliminate waste in every possible 
way. 

To aid in accomplishing this objective, 
the Army Conservation Program was an- 
nounced in Circular 240, War Depart- 
ment, 4 Oct. 1943. The program is de- 
signed to aid and augment the efforts of 
all commanders in respect to conservation 
of military property and supplies. 

The program makes full use of the 
tested and successful principles of adver- 
tising. Posters, signs, labels, tags, litera- 
ture and other media will be used, pre- 
pared to appeal directly to the individual 
soldier. The purpose is to impress him 
with the necessity of conservation, and 
his own responsibility to take care of his 
equipment and make it last—to avoid 
needless waste of food and all supplies. 





Transportation of Dependent 


The Comptroller General has held (de- 
cision B-34786) that where due to sick- 
ness, the dependent wife of a Navy en- 
listed man was precluded from traveling 
to his new permanent station prior to 
receipt of an order involving another 
permanent change of station, which lat- 
ter order was issued more than sixty days 
after the first order, payment of travel 
expenses of the dependent is limited, 
under section 12 of the Pay Readjustment 
Act of 1942 and Navy Travel Instructions, 
to the commercial cost of transportation 
from the last permanent station to the 
ultimate new station. 











Merchant Marine 

Relaxation of security regulations to 
speed the handling of mail of American 
merchant seamen who are far from ‘home 
on war service was announced by the 
War Shipping Administration 14 Noy. 

To insure delivery of mail the following 
form of address must be used: 

The seaman’s name, the name of his 
ship, “care of Postmaster” and New 
York, New Orleans or San Francisco, ae- 
cording to the coast from which the ad- 
dressee sails. The return address on mai} 
from home should appear in the upper 
left corner and in the lower left the name 
of the steamship line. 

As heretofore, seamen may not under# 
any circumstances include in their let- 
ters any reference to their own or their 
ships’ movements which might be of 
value to the enemy.

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Allotment Allowance Procedures 


The following statement of the proce- 
dures to be followed in effecting the 
transition from quarters allowance to 
family allowance for first three grade 
men of the Sea Services has been sent 
by the Navy Department to the field. The 
statement also discusses the right of per- 
sonnel to continue to receive quarters al- 
lowance for dependents in certain cases. 
Termination of allowances for personnel 
appointed to warrant or commissioned 
grades also is discussed. 

Text of the order fullows: 

“Under the provisions of Alnav 175-43 the 
only persons who are entitled to receive quar- 
ters allowance for dependents on and after 
1 Nov. 1943 are those who meet all four fol- 
lowing cunditions: 

“(1) Qualify under the provisions of Ar- 
ticle 2143-4(b), Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts Manual; Article 25-194 Marine Corps 
Manual; Article 223 Coast Guard P. and S.L., 
as applicable ; and 

“(2) Were receiving or were entitled to re- 
ceive quarters allowance for dependents on 
1 Nov. 193 and had made application there- 
fore on or before that date; and 

“(3) Have allotment in force in favor of 
dependent or which the man certifies is for 
support of dependent for whom the quarters 
allowance for dependents is claimed in an 
—~ at least equal to the amount credited; 
anc 

“(4) On 1 Nov. 1943 were on one of the 
following types of active duty—(a) On sea 
duty, or (by on duty ashore where quarters in 
kind were furnished or available for the in- 
dividual but not for dependents, or (c) on 
duty abroad where dependents are prevented 
from dwelling with enlisted man, or (d) in 
travel status between stations. 

“Personnel who fail to meet any one of the 
above four conditions are not entitled to quar- 
ters allowance for dependents on and after 
1 Nov. regardless of subsequent changes in 

uty. 

“Such persons should apply promptly for 
family allowance if eligible. 

“In compliance with (2) above, the term 
“application” means RR. of beneficiary 
slip or request for determination of de- 
pendency. 

“The Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard 
will accept the first payment of November 
dependents allotments registered at any time 
prior to 1 Feb. 1944. Failure to register re- 
quired allotment by 1 Feb. 1944 will result 
in forfeiture of all rights to quarters allow- 
ance for dependents after 1 Nov. 1943 and 
shall be considered an election for Class A 
dependents to receive family allowance on 
application by or on behalf of such de- 
pendents. 

“In all cases where the man was in the 
first three pay grades on 1 Nov. and subse- 
quently applies for family allowances, the 
commanding officer or any designated officer 
shall endorse the application: ‘Applicant has 
elected family allowance and the disbursing 
officer has been notified to stop credit or quar- 
ters allowance for dependents as of month 

receding the effective mouth for family al- 
owance.’ 

“Family allowance checkages will not be 
stopped on advancement after 1 Nov. to any 
enlisted pay grade. On advancement to war- 
rant or commissioned rank and on separa- 
tion from the service for any reason reread 
allowance checkages will be stopped . 

“Family allowance checkages of men ad- 
vanced to the first three pay grades prior to 
1 Nov. have been or should be discontinued 
and new applications shall be filed if the 
man elects the family allowance . 

“If advanced on 1 Nov. the family allow- 
ance will be continued unless the man ap- 
plied for quarters allowance for eps 
and was cualified as above on that a a 
If the disbursing officer has ha dis- 
continuance because of advancement on 1 
Nov., a new application will be required to 
resnme family allowance. 

“Dependents of enlisted personnel pro- 
moted to warrant or commissioned rank are 
not entitled to the family allowance and such 
allowance is not considered in computing 
saved pay. . 





Report Tax Bil! 


A tax bill designed to raise $2,140,.000,- 
000 in additional revenue was reported to 
the House late this week by its Ways and 

Means Committee. Consideration of the 
bill is scheduled this coming week. 

The bill makes certain changes in the 
individual income tax structure, abolish- 
ing the Victory Tax and absorbing it in 
the normal tax rates. No special Service 
Provisions are proposed. 





Sea Service Womer 
Lt. Comdr. Mildred H. McAfee, direc- 
tor of the Women’s Reserve of the Naval 
Reserve, has been promoted to rank of 
captain in accordance with the act 
enntins the WAVES act approved 9 


Although advancement of Maj. Ruth C. 
Streeter, director of the Women Marines, 
to colonel is also authorized by the act, 
the Marines have not yet made the pro- 
motions authorized by the new law. 

In the WAVES, a number of lieuten- 
a including the assistant director, Lt. 

ova Petersen Wiley, are being promoted 
to lieutenant commander. These promo- 
tions, the Navy stated, are spot promo- 





tions and will be in effect only as long as 
the officer so promoted is serving in a 
specific duty assignment. Eventually, 
some of these ranking WAVES may be 
promoted to commander. 

All lieutenants (junior grade) who 
would have been eligible by reason of 
length of service for promotion on 1 Oct. 
1943, willebe promoted to the rank of 
lieutenant. It is expected that about 40 
women officers will be affected by this 
order. 

In addition, certain other lieutenants 
(junior grade) serving in particular bil- 
lets calling for higher rank will be pro- 
moted to the temporary rank of lieuten- 
ant. 

Henceforth, promotions of ensigns and 
lieutenants (junior grade) of the Wo- 
men’s Reserve will be effected en bloc, 
at the same time and on the same basis 
as similar promotions for men. 

The Coast Guard Women's Reserve is 
governed by separate legislation. Amend- 
ments to this act, designed to permit ad- 
vancement to rank of captain in the Coast 
Guard Reserve, are now before Congress. 

Indicative of the promotions the Ma- 
rines will make under the new act, a table 
of organization for Women Marines pub- 
lished this week reveals that the Ma- 
rines intend to assign women with rank 
of major to concentrations of Women 
Marines exceeding 400 in number, and 
will assign captains to groups of 200 or 
over. 





Change Marine Combat Heads 


Lt. Gen. Alexander A. Vandegrift, 
USMC, has been succeeded in command 
of forces in the Solomons area by Maj 
Gen. Roy S. Geiger, USMC, one-time head 
of the Marine aviation branch. 

New assignment of General Vandegrift 
has not yet been announced. 

Speaking to newspaupermen in San 
Francisco, 15 Nov., General Vandegrift, 
just back from the Solomons, said that 
he had been “ordered to report to the 
commandant of the Marine Corps for 
duty. What I am to do, I suppose, I shall 
find out when I get there.” 

Earlier the commandant, Lt. Gen. T. 
Holcomb, stated on a National Broadcast- 
ing Company program that “with a great 
pride” he announced the latest changes 
in command of the Marine forces in the 
Solomons. 

“Lt. Gen. A. A. Vandegrift, who did 
such a splendid job on the Japanese at 
Guadaleanal, has been relieved as com- 
manding general of the I Marine Am- 
phibious Corps to accept a new assign- 
ment.” General TIlolecomb announced. 
Ile continued: 

“Maj. Gen. Roy 8S. Geiger, the new 
corps commander, is one of the most high- 
ly skilled aviation officers in the Corps. 
He has been a Marine aviator for the past 
26 years and is an expert in all phases of 
air operations. In addition to command- 
ing the 1st Marine Aircraft Wing all 
through the Guadalcanal operation, Gen- 
eral Geiger also has heen trained for high 
command responsibilities in amphibious 
warfare,” 

At his press conference 15 Nov., Gen- 
ernl Vandegrift declared that “team- 
work” was responsible for the recent 
suecesses against the Japanese in the Pa- 
cific theater. He reported that the ficht- 
ing on Bougainville was harder than that 
at Guadalcanal, but no tougher than that 
experienced in the landing stages at Tu- 
lagi or Guvutu. 

The day after the conference, a Tokyo 
broadeast beamed to Canton and the 
South Seas declared that Vandegrift was 
killed in action. 

The Japs also stated that “the com- 
mander. U. 8S. Navy, in South Pacific area, 
also is missing.” 

That commander, Admiral William F. 
Halsey, jr., accompanied reporters on an 
inspection of Rougainville last Friday. 

Of Vandegrift, the Jap propagandists 
said: “According to a New York interna- 
tional report it seemed as if in the Solo- 
mons Zones, Vandegrift. commander of 
the U. S. Murines, was killed in action.” 


CO at Brooks Field 


Col. Edward H. Underhill assumed com- 
mand of Brooks Field, Tex., 11 Nov., suc- 
ceeding Col. Stanton T. Smith. Colonel 
Smith’s new assignment has not been an- 
nounced. 








Deferment of Fathers 


A compromise version of the fathers’ 
draft bill, S. 763, embodying parts of the 
bills previously approved by the House 
and Senate, was agreed upon by conferees 
this week. Immediately after the open- 
ing of the session of the House, Thurs- 
day, 18 Nov., the compromise version was 
adopted by that body. This action was 
reported at once to the Senate, but be- 
cause of early adjournment to Monday, 
22 Nov., the Senate did not register its 
will as to the conference report. Until 
this branch of Congress acts, probably 
early in the coming week, draft boards 
will be able to continue inducting fathers. 

The bill provides among other things 
for the setting up of a medical commission 
charged with the duty of reexamining 
men already deferred or discharged for 
physical reasons, looking toward using 
them for limited service in order to re- 
lease others for field service. 

By another limitation, Army and Navy 
officers will not be allowed to be members 
of local draft boards nor of any appeal 
board. 





Admiral Halsey Inspects 


Admiral William F. Halsey visited 
Bougainville Island 12 Nov. and ex- 
pressed gratification at the progress made 
since the 1 Nov. landing at Empress Au- 
gusta Bay. He also inspected the air base 
on Vella Lavella and New Georgia Is- 
lands.

in that capacity. 

“Many enlisted men who are below 
current standards for induction are ex- 
tremely valuable to the Army because of 
their training, experience, ability and 
demonstrated capacity to render service 
in a specified assignment,” the order 
states, continuing: 

“The discharge of an enlisted man for 
physical reasons because he is incapable 
of serving in a physically exacting po- 
sition when he may well render adequate 
service in a less exacting assignment is 
a waste of military manpower and is pro- 
hibited. Such men will be retained in the 
service and will be given appropriate as- 
signments even though they do not ful- 
fil the minimum physical standards for 
induction under MR 1-9. 

Reminding that use of the term “limit- 
ed service” as applied to enlisted men 
has been discontinued, the department 
emphasized that this does not mean that 
men heretofore classified as “limited 
service” are to be discharged, or that 
the Army will not continue to induct and 
use men who do not meet full standards 
for general service. No man, declares the 
Army, will be discharged for physical 
disability if he meets current standards 
for induction for limited service as set 
forth in MR 1-9. 


Provisions of Order 


Among the provisions of the order are 
the following: 


Overseas casual replacements will be chosen 
only from men fully qualified physically to 
perform the duties of their specialties under 
field conditions, 

Men in table of organization units going 
overseas should be similarly qualified. Those 
found not to be qualified should be removed 
from such units as early as possible in the 
training period. However, when men not so 
qualified are found in units arriving at em- 
barkation ports, they should be considered 
fully capable of performing adequately in 
their assignments unless they have suffered 
recent marked physical set-back or deteriora- 
tion. “The unnecessary removal of trained 
enlisted men from units immediately prior 
to departure for overseas is a flagrant ex- 
ample of wastage of military manpower and 
training, destructive alike to the morale of 
the individual and the efficiency of the unit,” 
remarked the department. 

Discovery of a remedial or non-progressive 
defect in a man already overseas, though it 
would originally have operated to keep him 
from going overseas, will not cause his re- 
turn to the United States. Such men will be 
retained if they can serve usefully in some 
assignment in the theater. 

Discharge of men who can render effective 
service is prohibited. On the other hand, re- 
tention of men unable to perform a reason- 
able day’s work for the Army is wasteful, 
the department declared. 

Enlisted men must be assigned to the most 
active type of duty appropriate to their phy- 
sical qualifications, consideration being giv- 
en to their civilian and military training and 
skills and their intelligence, aptitude and 
leadership ability. “All commanders and 
those staff officers concerned with personnel 
must study this matter continuously, for it 
never remains static,”’ the Army pointed out. 

Stating that each of the three major forces 
must make the best use of its physically 
handicapped men, the department said that 
men will not be transferred from one major 
force to another solely for physical reasons, 
without concurrence of the commanders con- 
cerned or by order of the War Department. 

The order lists the defects which disqualify 
for overseas service and states that men so 
disqualified should be removed from units 
prior to departure from home stations, re- 
ducing removal of men at staging areas to 
a minimum. 


Requisition of Replacements 

The second order, governing requisi- 
tion of replacements, is designed to co- 
ordinate the method of requisitioning en- 
listed replacements with the actual train- 
ing being conducted in the Army Ground 
Forces. 

The titles of the specialties produced 
by the schools or replacement training 
centers are listed, together with the jobs 
which stem from the primary qualifica- 
tion. For example, mess sergeants are 
obtained from cooks. Trainees graduat- 
ing from rifle company training at in- 
fantry replacement training centers are 
given Specification Serial No. 745, rifle- 
man. These trainees, however, are given 
considerable training in the automatic 
rifle, the Hght machine gun, the 60mm 
mortar, scouting, patroling, etc., and are 
potentially qualified to fill any combat 
military specialty in an infantry rifle 
company. ~~ 

Loss replacements, the order states, are 
furnished to the unit at the lowest level 











U. S. COAST GUARD 








The President late last week nominated 
Capt. Ear] G. Rose for promotion to tem- 
porary rank of commodore while serving 
as commander of the Greenland Patrol. 
Captain Rose would would rank from 1 
Nov. 

Submission of the nomination reveals 
for the first time that the Coast Guard is 
changing the command of the Greenland 
Patrol. Rear Adm. Edward Smith, who 
has been commander of the Greenland 
Patrol and has thereby earned the affec- 
tionate appellation of “Iceberg” Smith, is 
slated for an important, but undisclosed, 
command, it is reported. 


Rank for Medical Officer 


One provision of the Public Health Ser- 
vice bill, S. 400, just approved by the 
President will be of more than academic 
interest to the Coast Guard. The bill pro- 
vides that the chief medical officer of the 
Coast Guard shall hold rank of assistant 


to the surgeon general with rank of briga- 
dier general while so serving. This will 
mean an advancement for the chief med- 
ical officer, Capt. Paul Michegl. It is not 
yet known whether the law permits Cap- 
tain Micheal to be advanced to the rank 
of brigadier general, ex officio, or 
whether his nomination for promotion 
will be submitted to the Senate. 


Cutter Launched 


The 180-foot Coast Guard cutter Bitter- 
sweet was launched 11 Nov. at the 
Duluth, Minn., yards of the Zenith 
Dredge Co. The vessel was sponsored by 
Mrs. L. B. Olsen, wife of Capt. L. B. Olsen 
who is on duty at Coast Guard head- 
quarters. 

Light List 

A supplement to the Coast Guard light 
list for the Atlantic and Gulf coasts has 
recently been issued showing all correc- 
tions and changes as of 8 Sept., 1943. 





Therefore, specialties listed as stemming 
from basic specialties will not be requisi- 
tioned by commanders, but when such 
specialties are needed, the basic specialty 
will be requisitioned. In other words, a 
unit needing a mess sergeant will not 
requisition a mess sergeant, but will ask 


for a cook. 
The Third Order 

The third order, that regarding spe- 
cial training of newly inducted Grade V, 
illiterate and non-English speaking men, 
states that the training units are de- 
signed to give preliminary academic 
training to newly inducted men. 

Such men, inducted after 15 July and 
Sent to replacement training or other 
centers without training in the special 
units, are to be returned for such train- 
ing. Personnel received from sources 
other than reception centers and person- 
nel received from reception centers who 
have had training at special training 
units will not be returned for special 
training unit instruction. 

Men in the special units must com- 
plete successfully tests DST 15 and DST 
16a and have demonstrated military at- 
tginments which justify their assignment 
to units before being released from the 
special training units. 

Trainees who after a reasonable pe- 
riod—not to exceed 12 weeks—of obser- 
vation and training are found to be un- 
able to meet those requirements will be 
discharged. In special cases an addi- 
tional four weeks’ training may be given. 

Enlisted men assigned to special train- 
ing units who by actual performance 
demonstrate complete lack of capacity to 
absorb instruction will be discharged. 
Men discharged solely because of low in- 
telligence and lack of capacity will be 
given honorable discharges.

States to designate a justice to serve on 
the Commission, act as temporary chair- 
man and cast the deciding vote. 

By another change in existing law, 
civilian employees of the United States 
overseas, and members of the merchant 
marine have equal opportunity with the 
armed forces to use this balloting ma- 
chinery. A main change limits the voting 
system to general elections at which Fed- 
eral officers—electors of President and 
Vice President and Senators and Repre- 
sentatives—are chosen. 

At the suggestion of the War and Navy 
Departments, a person may vote by speci- 
fying on the ballot either the names of 
the candidates or the political party to 
which the candidates belong. A list of 
candidates from each State is to be for- 
warded to every unit as soon as it is re- 
ceived from the Secretaries of State 

Provision has been made in the bill for 
guarding against frauds and to guaran- 
tee an accurate count. The right of a per- 
son to vote and so to have his vote count-. 
ed rests in the final analysis with the 
election board of the district in which the 
voter resides when at home. 





Pay of Retired Ex-Specialists 

In a far-reaching decision (B-33294) 
the Comptroller General has held that an 
Army enlisted man, who at the time he 
was retired was a private first class and 
entitled to include the pay of a specialist 
first class in computation of his retired 
pay under section 12(b) of the draft act 
is entitled to have his retired pay, from 
and after 1 June 1942, computed on the 
basis of the pay of a technician fourth 
grade. 

Presumably the decision will affect the 
retired pay of other enlisted men who 
held specialist grades which—if they had 
remained on active duty—would have 
been converted to technician grades pay- 
ing more money. 

The decision was rendered on the claim 
of William J. Day, private first class, spe- 
cialist first class. 





German Air Strength 


Representative George E. Outland, of 
California, noting the periodic waves of 
optimism which have swept the country 
following Allied successes, asked permis- 
sion of Maj. Gen. George V. Strong, as- 
sistant chief of staff in charge of mili- 
tary intelligence, to publish certain parts 
of the report recently presented by him 
before secret sessions of both the House 
and Senate. 

The partial report as published by 
Representative Outland last week proved 
to contain the same facts and figures as 
that released by the War Department 27 
Sept. after General Strong’s address be- 
fore the War Department conference 
with industry, labor and newspaper lead- 
ers, which was reported in the ARMY AND 
NAVY JOURNAL of 2 Oct. 

Upon the publication of Mr. Outland’s 
statement last week one writer in the 
daily press branded the statements as a 
contradiction of those made recently by 
General Henry H. Arnold at a Washing- 
ton press conference, stating that Gen- 
eral Arnold had disclosed that German 
plane production has declined until they 
have only 2,000 fighting planes in 
service. 

At the department it was said that 
General Arnold referred to “fighter” 
planes, not “fighting” planes, a vast dif- 
ference as the latter term might be con- 
strued to mean battle planes of all types 
including bombers. This changes the en- 
tire complexion of the matter, disproving 
the contention that the report and Gen- 
eral Arnold’s statement are at variance. 
All General Arnold’s figures and state- 
ments, say War Department officials, 
tally very closely with those of Military 
Intelligence.

Army Casualty Announcements 


Starting this week, the Casnalty 
Branch of the Adjutant General’s Office 
will make a report by letter at three 
month intervals to the next of kin of mili- 
tary personnel reported missing advising 
them of the status of the individual case 
until final determination is made, the War 
Department announced this week. 

The department added, however, that 
should any information be received throw- 
ing light on the soldier’s fate it will be 
forwarded immediately without waiting 
for one of the three month reports. 

Securing definite and accurate informa- 
tion on which to determine the fate of 
American soldiers listed by their com- 
manders as missing in action constitutes 
the greatest casualty problem confronting 
the Army, the department announcement 
said. 

Modern battle tactics, such as large 
scale landings, the mobility and scope of 
armored warfare and the far-reaching 
aerial offensives of global conflict, have 
greatly increased the percentage of 
casualties falling into this category as 
compared with the World War. 

These same factors likewise have com- 
plicated the final determination of the 
fate of missing-in-action personnel. Hun- 
dreds of them later are reported by enemy 
governments as prisoners of war, some 
are located at Allied hospitals, and still 
others rejoin their units from which they 
have been separated by the ever-chang- 
ing battle line. Lack of comprehensive 
reports from the enemy concerning the 
men, particularly the Philippine Scouts 
missing in the Philippines, is also a major 
cause for the large proportion of missing 
among the total casualties. 

The fact remains that in a great many 
cases it has been impossible to supply 
the next of kin and the emergency ad- 
dressee with any supplemental informa- 
tion relative to the circumstances or 
the nature of the action in which the sol- 
dier disappeared. Every effort is being 
made by the Casualty Branch of the 
Adjutant General’s Office, by the theater 
and the organization commanders to get 
this information. 

The reason for this difficulty is simple. 
The soldier has disappeared in or over 
territory held by the enemy, and there 
is no way for the unit commander to find 
out just what happened to him. Con- 
sequently, the War Department must rely 
almost entirely upon information which 
the enemy government is required to fur- 
nish through the International Red Cross 
under the terms of the Geneva Conven- 
tion. 

This dependence upon governments 
with which we are at war for informa- 
tion on the American dead, wounded or 
prisoners falling into their hands obvious- 
ly results in great variations in the 
length of time elapsing before the reports 
are received by the War Department. 

As soon as word reaches-the War De 
partment that a man is listed as missing 
in action, the Adjutant General’s Office 
sends a telegram to the next of kin or 
emergency addressee which the soldier 
previously has designated. In this tele- 
gram the date he was reported missing, a8 
well as the theater of operations in which 
his unit was engaged when he disap 
peared, is given. 

Shortly afterwards, under great proce- 
dure, a letter over the signature of the 
Adjutant General is dispatched to the 
next of kin confirming the telegram and 
explaining the difficulty in securing 10- 
formation, but giving assurance that 
when the War Department does receive 
any information it will be forwarded at 
once. in addition, the letter points out 
that “recent legislation makes provision 
to continue the pay, allowances and al- 
lotments of personnel being carried in this 
status.”
